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PREFACE. 



In writing a short account of the Parish of Standon, I had 
intended at first merely giving the Eegisters for a certain 
number of years, and the names mentioned in the Court 
EoUs ; but the work itself opened out other subjects, and 
thus I have taken up a short history of the early customs 
and ancient nomenclature from those days, when, in all 
probability, the parish and manour began to be defined. I 
have thus tried to connect, from such an early date, a kind of 
succinct narrative down to later times. 

Imperfect as my work must be, I have little doubt 
that, in the hands of an abler writer, such a parish and 
manour as Standon would offer great advantages; not because 
it is historically famous, nor because it is grown into 
importance on account of commerce and increase of 
population, but because it is one of those parishes which 
has had a kind of simple history from the early time of 
Domesday: a history which shows up the gradual changes 
from primitive times down to more recent dates, and 
which have not affected considerably the boundaries of the 
manour nor caused any diminution of interest which such 
an ancient manour as Standon must arouse. 

And though it cannot claim, as some manours do, the 
same possessing family, or direct descendants of a family, 
commencing from Domesday, it can claim the site of the 
original manour house ; the same church, altered though it may 
be ; and the present existing mill on a near site to the more 
ancient one ; all of which are mentioned in the Domesday 
account. 



Another reason remains for writing this book, viz., 'that a 
great amount of the papers which I had recourse to were 
collected by my late uncle, Mr. William Salt, P.R.S., no 
doubt, it may be conjectured, purposely for making Standon 
one of the chief places, out of many others, he had intended 
writing a history of. Also many of the books and MSS. 
now at the William Salt Library, Stafford, and which 
partially help to swell the ** History of Staffordshire," edited 
by the William Salt ArchsBological Society, were lodged for 
some time in the very house in which I now reside. Those 
books are now at Stafford, under Mr. Mazzinghi's care, 
whose courteousness and aid I must especially acknowledge. 

In conclusion, I may say, if there is any profit from 
this work, I intend it to be used towards the Home for 
Orphan and Destitute Boys, established in the Parish of 
Standon.

CHAPTEK I. 



The Obiqin op oub An(»ent Villages, Parishes, 
AND Manoubs." 




|EFOBE beginning to discuss the successive line of 
possessors in the manour of Standon, and the names 
of persons connected more or less with the manour, 
I purpose to give some account of the origin of villages and 
manours, and the numerous laws that are connected with the 
foundation of separate estates. In all probability it is to the 
Romans fiist we owe the building up of many of our villages, 
and then afterwards to the Saxons. 

The Eomans were in the habit of building, along their 
great roads, cities and inns for the accommodation of 
travellers,^ but we do not find them often raising places of 
dwelling away or apart from their roads. 

The Saxons, on the other hand, were more of the class of 
scattered settlei^p, choosing their places of abode on account 
of water, wood, or open ground, according as these sites were 
of advantage. 

The Romans made their way by engineering ; the Saxons 
by adopting, here and there, land which seemed suitable for 
cultivation.

There is little doubt Berry Bank, near Stone, was a 
Eoman fort;* again, at Wotton,' near Eccleshall, there was 
most likely a paved Eoman way. So, too, we have Walford 
in our parish, the ford of the wall (Vallum), evidently the 
first syllable (Wal) being Eoman, and the second (ford) 
Saxon, but beyond this we have no proof of any Eoman road 
or remains 'in* the parish. And so it is not till the Domesday 
account of Standon, which I reserve for the next chapter, 
that we ol^tain substantiative and written proof of its 
existence, although it may be fairly conjectured it existed in 
early Saxon times ; and, supposing that to be the case, we can 
the more readily trace the gradual changes which occurred 
during different periods up to the time of the Norman 
Conquest. 

The five centuries of Saxon period were (though difficult 
to define) periods of development and progress, and the 
survey given by Domesday would, no doubt, show a great 
advancement from the period and time of Bede.* 

We may suppose, then, in Saxon times places were chosen 
for abode according to their position or resources, and each 
man would have his croft and farm, and with buildings and 
enclosures, and in northern countries such would go by the

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name of ** Odal," or ** Edhel," and the mother village would 
be Athelby, or Athelham ; and from the same root we get 
Adel, or Athel — :one of noble descent ; also Adaling — a 
nobleman. And in connection with the same root, there is 
little doubt the word ** Alod '* * — an hereditary estate — is 
derived. In England we get the name Ethel applied to the 
Royal Family. From the Saxon time we may presume that 
the military service existed, and it grew into a more perfect 
form and administration after the Norman Conquest. But 
however indistinct this Saxon time is, there seems to be a 
bias in favour of the military^ service, and the people had to 
go out in arms, whether they were landowners or dependents. 

The land was also the best means of taxation for military 
service. 

When land became more defined as to its measurement, it 
had, according to its extent, to maintain a man at arms, and 
every owner of the land was called upon for sei-vice in war. 

Land, however, in these Saxon days, had already come 
under the distinguishing names Folkland and Bokland, and 
for an interesting account of these conditions of holding, a 
note is given by Hallam at the end of the 2nd Vol. of his 
'* Middle Ages."^ 

Folkland would be the land which was the revenue of the 
country, and no part of it could be alienated without the 
consent of the National Council; and although individuals 
might hold portions of it paying rent, it could not be given in 
inheritance. The taxes on Folkland were more numerous 
than on Bokland. 

When either Folk or Bokland was let for a life it received 
the name of LsBnland, i.e., leased or lent for a life. The 
Folkland became at the last ** Terra Regis '* (the land of the 
king). Bokland was, on the other hand, heirable property.

The simplest definition seems to be that Folkland was 
State and public property. 

Bokland was originally land held by some gift from the 
owner, such as a spear, a drmking horn, a staff, &c., till the 
time came of giving a charter, when, although these gifts 
were not entirely done away with, a written chailier was 
drawn up. Eveii in later times there is the existence of the 
same custom: the Dukes of Wellington and Marlborough 
holding their estates, Strathfieldsaye and Blenheim, by 
annual presentation to the crown, of flags. 

After the institution of Bokland, the land held in full 
ownership, and which was known by the name of Ethel, was 
sunk into that of Bokland. 

Bokland was exempt from most payments, except what 
was termed the ** Trinoda Necessitas,*' or the **Bata 
Expeditio,'* or " Hostis," which consisted in service in three 
ways, (a) Military Service, (h) Eepair of Bridges, (c) Main- 
tenance of Fortifications. However, in some cases, religious 
houses were exempt. 

On the other hand Folkland had to contribute to these 
services ; and taxes were levied as well in support of any king 
coming through the territory, affording relay of horses, 
even giving assistance to their servants and attendants. 

As a community increased, and formed itself into a village 
or town, the different districts would have their separate 
names given to them, and thus in the village of Standon we 
find different names for townships, such as Bowers, Walford, 
Weston, and The Kudge. 

The different names that were applied to distinguish the 
formation of a town or village are of interest.

Phillips thought Bookland feudal; and Folkland alodial (inde- 
pendent). 
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Tbe Latiu language gives us ** vicus" and ** viculus;" tbe 
first meaning a street with houses on each side, the second 
more a lane than a street. 

Township is derived from ** tun scipe," tun being the 
hedge that surrounded either that portion of the village, or 
even tbe farm itself. Burgh is tbe fortified house in the 
village, probably the residence of tbe great man. 

We also get the word yard, in our own language, from the 
Norse "garde." And the common term ** hamlet," having 
originally the same meaning as gard, is derived from the 
German '* heim." In the present day the smaller townships 
have been lost in the more general name of the whole parish, 
but no parish has a township within it which has a portion 
also of that township within another parish. Townships have 
been made into parishes, but a township (I believe) has never 
existed as lying between two parishes, i,e,, one portion 
belonging to one parish, and the other to another. 

The township ^ems to prove the existence of the land- 
owner, and the division of land into farms, and other 
resources from the land. The township grew into the parish, 
but we do not find manorial rights vested in the whole parish, 
but in that of the township. 

In Edward the Confessor's day, Si ward held the land in 
Stantone and Eigge (Standon and The Eudge), and Godwin, 
in Westone (Weston), three different townships. 

But the ecclesiastical parish of Standon contained these 
three townships, with also Bowers and Walford. 

In the time of Bede we read that the churches were 
increased, and he urges on Egbert to attend to this."

It is very necessary that you bring into use helpers for the divine 
work, by ordaining priests forsooth, and by instituting the learned, 
who, in each village, by preaching the word of God nd by consecrating 
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Very often, at first, a cross at which the missionaries 
would perfoim the sacred ordinances of baptism and holy 
communion, with a burial-place near it, would be in existence 
before the church was built. (See chapter on Standon 
Church.) 

I quote Dr. Stubbs, Bishop of Chester, as probably the 
highest authority on the payment to the clergy of the Saxon 
day.^° He says: — ** The maintenance of the clergy thus 
settled was provided chiefly by the offering of the people ; for 
the obligation of tithe, in its modern sense, was not yet 
recognised. It is true that the duty of bestowing on God's 
service a tenth part of the goods was a portion of the common 
law of Christianity, and as such was impressed by the priest 
on his pai-ishioners. But it was not possible or desirable to 
enforce it by spiritual penalties, nor was the actual expendi- 
ture determined, except by custom or by the will of the 
bishop, who usually divided it between the church, the clergy, 
and the poor. It was thus precarious ancL uncertain, and the 
bestowal of a little estate on the chiu'ch of the township was 
probably the most usual way of eking out what the voluntary 
gifts supplied." And although the land property of the 
church, during later ages, in some cases was Urgely extended, 
the same extent of land as now supports some parish 
churches may have existed. The manour would thus soon 
grow into a state not unsimilar to that of the Norman time. 
And it is not likely that the manour was formed as a new 
desmesne under the Norman Conqueror, though given and 
passed by his hand. The name of manour is of French, or 
rather Latin, origin : from manere,^ to remain. And the

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right of jurisdiction of the thanes was the same as that in the 
after-Norman age of manorial owners. In the manour, we 
should find in the Saxon times the thane and the ceorl, the 
highest of which would be the king's thanes, whose lives 
would be valued at 1,200 shillings. After that the thanes 
whose lives would be valued at half that sum, and the ceorls 
whose lives would be valued at 200 shillings. " If a ceorl 
came to possess land to the extent of five hides (about 600 
acres), and Built, or had a mansion of his own, with a church, 
he was raised to the rank of a thane." ^^ 

The grade of society was in proportion io the amount any 
one could pay to commute a sentence oi punishment ; this 
was called **weregild;" and in the case of a king's thane 
was valued at 1,200 shillings.^* The alderman in Saxon 
times was the highest in rank after the royal family. The 
office of alderman was sunk into that of a magistrate after the 
Norman conquest, and to each county there was an alderman. 
The sheriff was the under officer to the alderman. The 
alderman had jurisdiction* over the shire (Saxon word 
meaning division), which shire was composed of different 
districts, generally named hundreds. County, as the name 
for a district, would evidently have its derivation from conus, 
a lord ; or comitatus, a lord's or prince's court. In time we 
find that the earlderman, or alderman (earl) becomes the 
comes (count) ; the sheriff becomes the vicecomes, and the 
thane in all probability the baron. 

The baron was a Norman creation, and the baron- 
exercised authority over his tenants, and if he was sufficiently 
great would, no doubt, have councillors, stewards, and other 
officers. 

In the Saxon times we get the geref (a sheriff) of the 
township, and the bydel (beadle), which no doubt become 
eventually the Norman steward and the bailiff.

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We do not find that the questions of disputes between the 
owner of land and his serfs were settled in private courts till 
the later period of the Saxon times, though the grants of 
sac" and soc implied the power of the jurisdiction and the 
territory, sac being taken as meaning the jurisdiction, and 
soc the territory. 

As soon as this jurisdiction arose we may well under- 
stand the constant litigations connected with the owner's 
rights ; which jurisdiction it might have been supposed would 
almost have taken away the power of the king as supreme ; 
but, to prevent this, the king had power in all breach of the 
peace, and it must be remembered that he had officers who 
acted for him, and he had power of jurisdiction through the 
landowners. 

But we must also remember that military service was in 
a most essential way connected with land, and this in a great 
measure kept up the king's authority. It is clear, as I have 
mentioned, that every hide of land supported its soldier, and 
that every landowner and dependent had to serve, and thus 
grew up the feudal system, beginning from the king, and 
drawing in everyone of importance, down to the smallest 
landowner. 

Although the system of feudalism can be traced from the 
day of the Franks down to later times of the middle ages, 
there is little doubt the feudal system was in a certain sense 
in existence^* in Saxon days, though we may not see its full 
development till the Norman conquest. I purpose taking a 
general view of the feudal system rather than attempt to 
define the time when the feudal system took its first growth 
in England.

Two systems existed in the feudal state which helped to 
keep alive, as it were, the existence of feudalism. One, which 
was called the ** Beneficium," the other the practice of 
commendation. The first was originated from the king 
giving gifts of land to kinsmen and dependents, and exacting 
from them a promise or pledge of fidelity, — in fact, vassalage. 

Sometimes landowners put their land under the protection 
of churches, giving service for so doing. 

By the practice of commendation, the weaker put 
himself under his lord, and became a vassal,^^ a dependent, 
though he did not give up his share in the estate.

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By these means the lord and vassal were bound together, 
the lord being called upon to defend, and the vassal to be 
faithfal. 

How hardly and cruelly this system must have worked 
upon the lowest, it is not my purpose lo mention ; but the 
lowest state of servitude existed under this system, as we 
see so graphically described in after times in Sir W. Scott's 
" Ivanhoe."— (See Chapt. II., p. 24, note 6.) 

The Saxon courts consisted of the ** Witenagemot,*' the 
assembly of wise men — the highest court. This court 
assembled three times in the year, occasionally oftener. 
The number olf its constitution has been a subject of debate ; 
however, the king, his sons, bishops, abbots, thanes, 
abbesses, the queen occasionally, were members of it; and, 
attending it as outside hearers would be, no doubt, the great 
men's vassals. This court might be called the Parhament 
of the Saxon kingdoms. 

Next to this would be the Shire mote" (the Shire court). 
The king could call a Shire mote whenever he travelled 
through the territones of his realm, and to this court would 
be summoned the great men of the shire. 

Beneath this would rank the Hundred mote, summoned 
once a month by the ealdermen, or great men, and was 
attended by the clergy, and the reeve,*' and chief men from 
the township. In this court civil causes were tried, and 
offenders brought to trial ; but as reading and writing were 
not common accomplishments, this court was made use of 
for private business, such as aiTangement of contracts ; also 
exchanges and purchases were enrolled. 

Next to this would be the Hall mote, so called because 
being held in the hall of the lord. According to the power 
of jurisdiction given to the thane or lord, would be the extent 
and importance of this court.

I give, as an illustration of a sitting of the shire gemot in 
the time of Canute, a literal translation from a Saxon docu- 
ment as given by Hallam.^ This is a good example of 
showing the mode of the business of the shire gemot: — **It 
is made known by this writing that in the shire gemot {county 
court) held at Agelnothe-stane (Aylston, in Herefordshire) in 
the reign of Canute, there sat Athelstan the Bishop, and 
Eanig the Alderman, and Edwin his son, and Leofwin 
Wulfig's son ; and Thurgil the White and Fofig came there 
on the king's business ; and there were Bryning the sherijff, 
and Athelweard of Frome, and Leofwin of Frome, and 
Goodric of Stoke, and all the thanes of Herefordshire. Then 
came to the mote Edwin son of Enneawne, and sued his 
mother for some lands called Weolinton and Cyrdeslea. Then 
the bishop asked who could answer for his mother. 

** Then answered Thurkil the White and said that he would 
if he knew the facts, which he did not. Then were seen in 
the mote three thanes that belonged to Feligly (Fawley), 
Leofwin of Frome, Aegelwig* the Bed, and Thinsig StaBgthman. 
and they went to her and inquired what she had to say about 
the lands which her son claimed. She said she had no land 
which belonged to him, and fell into a noble passion against 
her son, and, calling for Leofleda, her kinswoman, the wife of 
Thurkil, thus spake to her before them : * This is Leofleda, 
my kinswoman, to whom I give my lands, money, clothes, 
and whatsoever I possess, after my life.* And this said, she 
then spake to the thanes : * Behave like thanes, and declare 
my message to all the good men in the mote, and tell them

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to whom I have given my lands and all my possessions, and 
nothing to ray son,' and bade them be witnesses to this ; and 
thus they did — rode to the mote, and told all the good men 
what she had enjoined them. Then Thurkil the White 
addressed the mote and requested all the thanes to let his 
wife have the lands which her kinswoman had given her ; and 
thus they did, and Thurkil rode to the chm-ch of St. 
Ethelbert, with the leave and witnesses of all the people, and 
had this inserted in a book in the church.'* 

The household of the king, or great man, would be com- 
posed of four great officers. In the Salian law we get the 
following names: — Major, Infertor, Mariscalcus, and Pincema, 
which respectively in our English language*" correspond as 
follows : — Major PrsBfectus, or PraBpositus, to the groom of the 
chamber; Infertor, to the house steward; Marisculus, to the 
master of the horse ; and Pincerna, the cup-bearer. In the 
Saxon household these names would correspond to the 
following names, which also seem to distinguish their office. 
The Major Praafectus, Maitre d'Hotel, would be termed 
the gerefa, or steward of the household. 

The infertor or steward (dapifer) would answer to the 
disc thegn, that is, nominally speaking, the thane of the dish 
(the German disch=dish), the servant (thane) who brings in 
the banquet array.

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Pincerna would be the cup-bearer (the butler), and the 
Mariscalcus would be the *' horsthegn." I would take hors- 
thegn to mean the man who had the care of the stables — the 
stud-groom, as we should call him now. 

Statores, the men who had to bed down, groom, and 
harness the horses. 

These offices in the Norman time gradually developed into 
greater importance. The major becomes not the maitre d'hotel, 
but the master of the household, and the horsthegn the master 
of the horse. 

We find also in the Norman household the Justiciar** — the 
royal treasurer — who seems to have swallowed up many of 
the offices of the steward, if not some of the perquisites, and 
becomes of the first importance in the royal household. 

The master of the horse — the horsthegn in Saxon — 
becomes eventually the constable. (The lord of the stable, 
comes stabuli.) And eventually this office becomes of great 
importance, for later on we have the constables of the Tower 
of London, of Dover, and Carnarvon. 

There is another definition given in Lord Herbert 
of Cherbury*s life, that ** Constable, anciently in France, was 
the first officer in the army, and so called from placing the 
king where he should stand in battle." It is rather with this 
definition we should see the source of the meaning of 
constable as custodian of the Tower and Dover Castle, than 
in connection with horses or stables, both the Tower and 
Dover appointments being given without exception, I believe, 
to military men. 

In the reign of Edward the Confessor, we first hear of 
Chancellor, and he was the first in the list of Anglican kings 
to have a seal, of which the Chancellor was the keeper. From 
the Norman Conquest the office has followed in direct 
succession, and was generally held not by a layman but an 
ecclesiastic. 

^ The Jnstioiar acted in the king's absence, and thus the import- 
ance of his office. 
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The word Chancellor, we find, is derived from ** a canceliis," 
that is lattice work, behind which all secretarial work was 
transacted. The chancellor gradually assumed many of the 
duties of the justiciar. 

The Chamberlain was another grand official of the 
Norfnan time; but by his work seems more to have been 
in connection with auditing the accounts than receiving 
money." 

Leaving the (Curia Begis) Court of the King and the 
Court of Exchequer for the chapter which I purpose to give 
on the researches made by the W. Salt ArchsBological Society 
in connection with Standon, I pass on in conclusion to an 
account given in the Duke of Argyll's book, ** Scotland as it 
was and as it is," of the household of a monastery, as given 
in the early times. At the same time there is no reason to 
suppose Standon came under any monastic house ; but the 
account as given shows how the Church was, in the most 
primitive time, the pioneer of all agricultural industry, an 
industry which is conducted in not an unsimilar way 
in our modern days. "Tiie Duke writes : ** In the narrative 
of the life led by St. Columba on the Island of lona, 1,800 
years ago, left us by the Abbot Adamnan, we see a quiet 
picture of all the operations of a farm hardly differing at all 
from those which constitute the ordinary operations of a 
modem farm, except that they were more complete, and 
embraced a more varied provision for the comforts of life. 
There was a smithy for needed iron work ; there was a kiln 
for the drying of corn ; there was a mill in which the monks 
ground their own corn into meal ; there were cows and a 
cowhouse or byre ; there were milk pails, carried, from the 
pastures to the monastery, on horseback ; there was a barn 
for the storage of grain ; there was a baker for baking the 
meal or the flour into bread — moreover, it is significant that

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this skilled official was a Saxon ; there were wheeled carts or 
carriages for the conveyance of heavy articles.*^ 

In sketching out * some of the principal and leading 
characteristics of the Saxon days I come now in the suc- 
ceeding chapters to the more definite description of names 
and places connected with Standon. I cannot conclude this 
chapter without mentioning that Standon ,^^ as a name, is 
eminently Saxon, Stan being the same as Stanes — stone, a 
rock, and '* don " is a hill. Standon in Saxon would be the 
Stone Hill, or Eocky Hill or Height. The geoiogical structure 
of parts of Standon bears this out very clearly;*® so also 
Bowers is the same as Bury, Perry Brough (Borough), also 
Saxon for a town, or a place of retreat. From Brough we 
get the names of places, such as Broughtou and Burton. 
Close by again we have Chorltou, which is evidently the 
same as Ceorl, the town or place of abode of the Ceorl. And 
so if we have no authoritative proof of the existence of 
Standon as a place in Eoman times, we have a proof of its 
existence in Edward the Confessor's day, and with that proof 
I commence the next chapter.

CHAPTEE II. 

An Account op the Domesday Return op William the 
Conqueror, with the Mention made in that Betubn 
op Standon. 




[This account of Domesday I contributed to the Staffordshire 
Advertiser in 1886, but did not specify Standon.] 



[N the more ancient days, before the actual Domes- 
day return of William the Conqueror, we find the 
expense of defending the State in England lay 
equally upon all the land. Land that extended to five hides 
had to equip a man for service ; and, as the hides of land in 
England were estimated at 248,600 hides, the armed men 
furnished would be 48,720. It is conjectured that the first 
actual Domesday return made was in the reign of 
Alfred, and that it was preserved at Winchester.^ I believe 
we are right in supposing that record does no longer exist, 
but the Domesday Book of William the Conqueror is still 
kept in its original form in the keeping of the Exchequer. 
Domesday or Doomsday, is the day of universal judgmen>t, 
from the Saxon word "dom;" and we have the same kind

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of • meaning in the word '* domesman,"* an umpire,, a 
judge. It is almost impossible to give the actual value of 
the Domesday Book of William the Conqueror. AJl historians 
who write of those times speak of its value. Mr. Green, in 
his ** History of the English People," says : — " A jury 
empanelled in each hundred declared on oath the extent and 
nature of each estate ; the names, number and condition of 
its inhabitants ; its value before and after the Conquest ; and 
the sums due from it to the Crown." Mr. Freeman says : — 
" The value of the Domesday Survey, as an historical 
monument, cannot be overrated. It is a map and a picture 
of England at a moment of which a map and a picture is 
unusually precious. Domesday tells us by whom every scrap 
of land was held in the later days of William, and also by 
whom it had been held in the days of Edward the Confessor.^ 
It is a terrier of a gigantic manor setting out the lands held 
in demesne by the lord and the lands held by the tenants 
under the lord. Domesday teaches us, better than any other 
witness of those times can teach us, that the England of the 
nineteenth century and the England of the eleventh century 
are one and the same thing. We seem to be brought nearer 
to those times when the commissioners- stop to notice a new 
church, a new and goodly house * Domus optima,' or a fertile 
vineyard, *Et vinea bona.* We feel at home as we read of the 
mill, * Mola,* which for lack of water in the hot season could 
be worked in the winter only. Even the entries which caused 
special wrath at the time, the searching inquiries which left 
no ox, or cow, or swine unrecorded, help to bring the general 
picture of the land more vividly before us." But the two 
names connected most prominently with elucidating this

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work of Domesday are those of the late Sir H. Ellis, F.B.S., 
and the late Bev. Mr. Eyton. From the former all the 
different class qualifications of persons at that time are 
specially gleaned. 

The first documentary evidence about Standon is given^ us 
in this Domesday Beturn of William the Conqueror, about 
1085. In it we get the names, first of all, of holders of the 
land before the Conquest — men who lived in the time of 
Edward the Confessor (he reigned from a.d. 1041 to 1066). 
One is Siward, who held laud in Stan tone (Standon) and 
the Bigge (The Budge), and Godwin, who held in Westone 
(Weston). 

Siward, on the authority of Hon. C. Wrottesley, of All 
Souls, Oxon, I believe to be a Danish name. 

Godwin is a Saxon name — win meaning in Saxon war, or 
strength, or the esteem of the people. So it may be either 
interpreted as good in war, or good in the esteem of the 
people. 

We have also the first mention at this early day of 
Christian worship, for we read here at Standon there was a 
priest ; later on we get the definite mention of a church at 
Standon, but this first mention of a priest is sufficient to let 
us take for granted the existence of a stone church at that 
date, if not before ; but 1 reserve further mention of this till 
the chapter on the Church of Standon. 

We also get the mention of the mill and its value. The 
tenant-in-chief in William the Conqueror's time at Standon 
was Bobertus de Stafford; and the tenant under him, the 
tenant in fee or possession, was Briend de Standon. 

From this time we obtain an almost successive line of 
inhabitants at Standon by name and ancestry. But we owe 
to the William Salt Archaeological and Historical Collections 
of Staffordshire a great debt for giving us, or rather, I should 
say, deciphering, the names of so many persons connected with 
different nianours and parishes of Staffordshire in so early a 
period of our country. 
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In the third chapter of this book will be found a coutiuna- 
tion from the time of Domesday, but I only give here the exact 
account of Standon as given in Domesday, and a translation 
in reference to Standon by the late Kev. Mr. Eyton, and some 
explanation of the words and terms used in the Domesday 
Book, which explanation is almost necessary to understand 
the phraseology of that ancient record. From this Domesday 
period I hope to bring down to much later and modern times 
an account of the manour and parish of Standon. In many 
places it will seem obscure, but 800 years is a long period in 
our country's history ; so also if we regard a small manour 
and parish in that country it seems almost a longer and more 
difficult period to account for, which, after all, in certain 
years can only be accounted for by mere names of persons 
and parish boundaries, and the state of the country at those 
particular times as given us in history. 

In this account we find, as I have mentioned, that Godwin 
and Siward were the thanes (I take "Liber homo" to mean 
thane), holding the manour of Standon before the Conquest. 
That after the Conquest, the tenant in capite, the head or 
supreme seigneur, was Robertus de Stafford, who also held 
in capite other manours; under him comes, as tenant in 
possession, Briend de Standon. 

In Standon and the Eudge there was arable land sufficient 
for eight ploughs, and in the lord's domain one would be 
used. There is the priest holding as a tenant. There are 
two acres of pasture or meadow land, and fourteen acres of 
wood, valued in Domesday at £2. 

In Weston theie were two ploughs used, and one of these 
was for the lord's use, and so mnclj wood. 

We have a list of those dwelling on the manour, that is 
to say, so many villi and so many servi. 

I here introduce an account by Hallam, Vol. II., ** Middle 
Ages," chapt. viii., part ii., p. 310, which explains any error 
we might be led into by supposing that the Norman estates 
held in capite were held only by such, and the tenant in 
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fee or possession was not of importance and power. He 
says: — ** In reading of a baron who held forty or fifty or one 
hundred manors " (Robert de Stafford, who was tenant in capite 
in Standon, held considerable possessions besides Standon 
as tenant in capite), **we are prone to fancy his wealth as 
something like what a similar estate would produce at this 
day. But if we look at the next wdWs, we slmll continually 
find that some one else held of him, and this was a holding 
by knight's service, subject to feudal incidents, no doubt, but 
not leaving the seigniory very lucrative, or giving any right 
of possessory ownership over the land.'*. So at Standon, 
Briend de Standon held of Robertus de Stafford. 

I now proceed to reviaw more generally the probable 
cause of the Domesday Book being made, and to give some 
explanation of the terms used in that book. 

The year 1085 gives us the Domesday Book completed, 
and its direct origin arose from King William, in dread of an 
invasion from Denmark, boarding on the landholders a large 
number of Norman and Breton soldiers. On the first com- 
plaint of the landholders, an inquisition is held for the 
purpose of ascertaining what actual means existed with the 
landholders for supporting or not supporting such a burden. 
For carrying out this work and survey. Commissioners are 
appointed, named ** Legati Regis," or the King's justiciaries. 
For the survey of this part of England we find the names of 
Remigius, Bishop of Lincoln ; Walter Giffard, Earl of Buck- 
ingham ; Henry de Ferrers, and Adam, the brother of Eudo 
Dapifer (the feast-bearer). These bore the name of Inquisi- 
tors, and their duties (very similar to those of Royal Com- 
missioners) were — upon the oath of the sheriffs, the land- 
holder, the presbyter (priest) of each church, the reeves 
(stewards) of every hundred and the bailiffs, and six villans 
of every village — to find out and enrol the name of the 
tenant ; both the present possessor and the possessor in the 
time of Edward the Confessor ; the exact number of hides in 
each manour ; the number of carucates (land under tillage) ; to 
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inquire into tbe number of dependants on eacli manour, and 
what their particular office was ; bow much land in each 
demesne was given up to pasture ; what to meadow ; whether on 
that demesne a mill stood ; what fish ponds existed ; what 
possession each freeman or sochmau had when Edward tbe 
Confessor reigned ; to whom it was bestowed by King 
William ; and also at what value the demesne stood at the 
actual time of the survey. The survey commenced by 
entitling the estate to the owner, always beginning with 
** Terra Eegis*' (Land of the King). Then the hundred was 
specified ; next the tenant who held, and the measurement 
and kind of property. Thus throughout each estate the 
whole number of dependants wei-e classified, and from their 
different names we obtain their peculiar service. It is to the 
late Sir H. Ellis we are really indebted for the careful classi- 
fication of each person on tbe estate. Those who held the 
highest place under the King were the bishops and abbots. 
We learn from the " Constitutional History of England," by 
the present Bishop of Chester, Dr. Stubbs, that the very 
early bishops of England held their sees to the same extent 
of possession as the kingdom was heptarchically divided, and 
the capital of each division was as a rule the site of the 
cathedral. Abbeys within the sees were mostly of Eoyal 
foundation, and were ruled by persons of noble birth, both 
male and female. After the bishops and abbots, the Norman 
barons would come next in rank; in possessing manours these 
barons would be the King's immediate freeholders, tenants 
in capite. Occupying a similar position amongst the Saxon 
nobility would be the ** Taini," ** Tegni," " Teigni," ** Teini," 
or *• Teinni " (thanes),* who were the nobility or barons of 
the Saxon times. These thanes were divided into three 
orders — ** Thani Kegis " (thanes of the king), ** Thani 
Mediocres " (thanes of the second order or middle order), and

** Macbeth," Act 1, Scene 3. The thaneship of Glamis was the ancient 
inheritance of Macbeth 's family 
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•* Thani Minores " (thanes of the lower order or class). The 
" Thani Mediocres '* would have been equal in rank to the 
lesser barons or lord of the manour, and the ** Thani Minores" 
would have been the lowest class of freeholders. The name 
thane or thanes continued after the Norman Conquest, as we 
find archbishops, bishops, abbots, and even great barons are 
called thanes. Next, or a^lmost equal to the *' Thani 
Mediocres," were the ** Vavasours " : they would rank 
directly under the barons and higher thanes, and might be 
termed the minor barons. In succession to the vavasours 
would come the **Aloarii,'* ** Alodarii," tenants of ** Allodium," 
i.e,^ freehold or manour, which term denotes possession before 
the Conquest : it also denotes a free estate that could be 
disposed of by gift or sale, but subject to the common tax of 
hidage (military service). The term ** milites," which we 
often meet with, is difficult to distinguish as to whether it 
meant merely soldiers, or whether persons of a higher rank. 
All milites under bishops held larger allotments of land than 
under other tenants. 

Before we pass to others in rank on the manour we meet 
with the class called ** Liberi Homines." This class of 
holders seems to include both freemen and freeholders of a 
manour, and also men who hold the rank of those mentioned 
above. Another rank of landowners in the survey remained 
— the ** Sochemanni " and ** Socmens," and ** Eachenistres " 
or ** Badmans." Both these classes were smaller landowners, 
holding land in the **Soc"*; that is to say, the franchise 
of a great baron. We come next to those who were not 
landowners. The principal class would be the villani : the 
name must be derived either from ** Viles" (Lat.), worthless, 
or else from ** Villa" (Lat.), a village, because they lived in 
villages, and their occupation was principally connected with 
rustic or sordid work. Judge Blackstone traces their tenure 
from a Danish origin. As they were connected with 
'* heriots," fiines paid to the lord of the manour at the death 
6 See Ghapt. I 
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of a landowner, so wo may probably presume that the villani 
often passed at the death of the landowner to the lord of the 
manour. We have a graphic description of a villanus, or 
rather ** Porcarius," swineherd, in the story of **Ivanhoe,"® 
though at the same time we may suppose "Porcarius" was 
higher than ** Villanus." These villani were under the 
Saxon government treated as slaves, subject to the most 
servile labour, and they and their children passed in the same 
way as stock or chattels passed from landowners to land- 
owners. They were passed in this way as annexed to the 
manour, when the term •* regardant " might be used ; or else 
they were in ** gross," at large, or merely annexed to the 
person of the lord of the manour. If they decamped, they 
could be recovered by action at law, just as cattle or goods. 
They held in some cases small holdings, of which they could 
be dispossessed at the lord's own will. And there was no 
law as to the time or hours of their labours, nor as to the 
baseness of their labour. General the Hon. G. Wrottesley, 
one of the greatest authorities on this time, does not hold 
with villani being so servilely used. (See Hist. Collections 
of Staffordshire, Vol. V., part p. 17.) '* Villanus, in fact, was 
really a well-to-do tenant, with fixity of tenure, for though he 
could not remove from his holding, the lord could not dispossess 
him so long as he performed his accustomed service." The 
Bordarii, ** Boors," cottagers (from Bur, a cottage, a shady 
spot, and from which derivation we get the word ** Bowers"), 
seemed to have held a less servile place than ** Servi " and 
** Villani." They sold poultry and eggs and other small pro- 
visions to the lord, for his table. Similar to the Bordarii 
would be '* Cottarii," *' Cotmanni," ** Coscets," or cottagers 
holding small parcels of land. ** Sei-vi " (slaves) would be the

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lowest in rank, dependent on the lord, beneath **Villani.'* 
Female servants passed by the name of ** AncellaB," and were, 
in circumstances of their lives, similar to the ** Villani " and 
** Servi." ** Censarii,'* ** Censores," terms that are met with, 
were occupiers of land, free, and paid a tax or tribute 
(**reddentes censum"). Two other classes remain **?orcarii" 
— swineherds : they were probably free occupiers renting 
woodlands for feeding their pigs, some for money, some for 
payment of kin^; and ** Homines,** feudatory tenants, men 
who claimed the right of having their causes heard in their 
lord's court, and who nevertheless owed submission to him. 

We now pass to the land. A manour would be divided 
into ** Terra,*' land under the plough; ** Silva," wood; and 
** Pastura" and ** Pratum,'* pasture and meadow land. The 
account of woods given at that time is of interest. *' Silva," 
**nemus," and **silvula" (woodland) are always mentioned ; 
not that the value was measured, as now, by good timber in 
the square foot, but by the extent of foliage which produced 
the greatest expanse for the pigs to lie under, and which 
shed the greatest amount of acorns and beech mast ; this use 
of the tree had its own name, ** Pasnagium," or ** Pannage," 
which meant either the feeding of hogs or the price paid for 
so doing. The Domesday return is most minute in its 
descriptions of wood. It gives : Wood that could be cleft ; 
'* Silva ad clausuram," wood for an enclosure, and wood that 
would be used only for repairing fences ; ** nemus " (a thick- 
planted wood) ** ad sepes reficiendas," for repairing hedges; 
** Silva ad sepes et domos," timber for fences and houses ; 
**Broca,"^ brushwood; ** grava," a grove; ** Fraxinetum," 
a grove of ash trees; a furlong, four squares ; ** Spinetum," 
a thorny wood or young wood, whence our common word ** a 
spinney;" salictum, an osier or willow bed. From the 
Saxon word ** orceard " we obtain our English word orchard,

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but in the early days it meant only a plantation of herbs. 
**Hortu8,'* **Pomarium/' and ** Vinea*'® give the garden, the 
orchard, and vineyard in Domesday. 

We now alhide briefly to words used in more particular 
parts of England. ** Essary," from the French, ** Essertir/' 
to make plain, would be an open space in a forest, a clear- 
ing. ** Mersc," ** Mora," would be a marsh or fen, as in 
Cambridgeshire. Amongst the many assistants in labour, 
husbandry, and other occupations, we find *' Fabri," carpenters 
or smiths ; ** Apium custos," beekeeper ; *' Arantes Homines," 
ploughmen ; " Bovarii," neat herds ; " Caprarum Mediator," 
a goatherd; **Q-ranatarius,*' keeper' of granaries; ** Tonsor,'* 
the barber ; '* Joculator" and ** Joculatrix," the minstrels. 

The measurement of land at that time has remained a 
difficulty. A hide of land, from the Saxon **Hydan," to 
cover, might mean 100 acres,® or 120 according to our 
measurement ; or else only the knight's fee — land held to a 
cei^tain extent. ** Carracuta "^° was as much land as could 
be managed with one plough. A *' Virgate " would be either 
thirty, twenty-fonr, or fifteen acres. An acre" would be 
forty perches long by four perches wide. Perch (Lat., 
** Pertica") would be sixteen feet and a half — but sixteen feet 
according to the Kegister of Battle, in Sussex. •* Quarantena" 
(Lat.), forty perches, was used in measuring woodland. The 
hundred in a shire might mean a hundred hides, or a hundred 
villages, or else a district with a hundred men, which is hardly 
probable. 

^ *' Viuea." There is little doubt of the existence of vineyards at 
this time and earlier. In a.d. 282, Frobus, the Emperor, aUows them 
to the " Hispanni, ac Britannis." King Alfred, about a.d. 888, brings 
in a law for damage to vineyards.

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Most ancient castles in our country are of Norman origin, 
rather than Saxon. Eoman castles can still be pointed out. 
On a manour would be the ** castle," or "aula," the hall. 
The ** curia" would be the court room, or large entrance hall, 
where justice would be carried out, and would be existing on 
most manours, though it may mean a house, as now the 
** court." Different law terms are met with. Tenure in 
** frankalmoign" was the tenure of a religious house, a 
monastery, over land. As religious houses they were 
discharged from secular service, but had to repair bridges, 
build castles, and repel invasions. ** Saca " was the power of 
hearing causes. Soca was the place or territory where the 
causes were heard. ** Presbyter," the priest, is found owning 
land as other tenants. *' Capellarii," ** clerici," would be 
probably domestic priests or private chaplains. And we have 
also the Latin word ** sacerdos," a priest. 

In conclusion, we find from the late Sir H. Ellis an 
abstract of the population for each county. We give that of 
Staffordshire : this may not be quite exact as to the total 
population, but as regards the agricultural population it is a 
good record: — Tenants in Capite, 32; Under Tenants, 138; 
Ancilla, 1 ; Angli,^^ 10 ; Bordarii, 912 ; Burgenses in 
Tamworde (Tamworth), 12; in Stadford, 36; Canonici 
Lecefelle (Lichfield), 5; ** Presbyteri" (Priests) in Statford 
(County), 18 ; FrancigensB, 6 ; Homines Mercati (Merchants) 
de Tuteberie (Tutbury), 42; Liberi Homines, 13; Milites, 6; 
Servi, 212 ; Servientes, 2 ; Teini (Thanes), 6; Villani, 1,728 ; 
in all, three thousand one hundred and seventy-eight.

CHAPTER 111. 
H18TORIGAL Beseabchbs about Standon, f&om a.d. 1086 down 

TO A.D. 1422. 



[Sb jll E find in reverting to the Domesday account of 
lyiHli^ Standon that the tenant in capite was Eobertus 
jf^fg^l de Stafford, and the tenant in possession was 
Briend de Standon. We find so much land is shown as 
being cultivated by the lord of Standon, and so much land 
cultivated by tenants. This is the case in Standon, Weston, 
and the Rudge ; also there is so much land (two acres) in 
meadow, so much land in wood (40 acres), in Standon ; and in 
Weston, so much also in wood (120 acres) ; the former 
smaller acreage of wood being more valuable, no doubt, on 
account of the pannage (acorns), which was thought of so 
much when a great number of swine were kept. When we 
revert to this state of Standon we should like, if possible, to 
picture the fields or wild commons, the woods and trees. 
We know only certain owners and dwellers at this eai'ly date 
by name, as again and again their signatures have been 
deciphered from some ancient deed, or they have had to 
appear at some com-t of justice, or have gone forth on some 
expedition, as in the year 55 of Kiug Henry III., a.d. 1271, 
when Robert de Standon went in the crusade of that year 
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under Prince Edward. And there is nothing more than 
historic descriptions of other writers to give us any idea of 
the country at that early time. 

It will be remembered in Lord Macaulay's *' History of 
England "^ what a picturesque description he gives of England 
two hundred years ago. What must, then, our country have 
been like a thousand years ago, and also our own village ? In all 
probability the larger house or liouses would be more or less 
square, with steps to the upper rooms from outside ; and one 
large fireplace would be the almost only means of heat ; the 
offices outside, such as kitchen, &c., being connected by a 
passage. Any castle would, however, be on a larger or more 
exalted scale. 

I have little doubt the present manour house of Standon 
stands on the exact site of the old hall or court, for it is 
very evident the large room in Standon Hall was the court 
room in later times. Our trees and woods were more frequent 
and extensive, taking the Domesday acreage ; and we should 
have met with, if we had lived in those days, those open 
spaces which are still to be found in our large forests, and 
which Sir W. Scott, in his opening chapter of ** Ivanhoe,*'* so 
beautifully describes : — ** The sun was setting upon one of 
the rich, grassy glades. Hundreds of broad-headed, short- 
stemmed, wide-branched oaks, which had witnessed perhaps 
the stately march of Boman soldiery, flung their gnarled arms 
over a thick cai-pet of the most delicious greensward; in 
some places they were intermingled with beeches, hollies, and 
copsewood of various descriptions, so closely as totally to 
intercept the level beams of the sinking sun." 

The roads or lanes would be best described, by a phrase 
which we meet with in the Stone Chartulary, as ** virides viaB," 
greenways, — in a dry summer, no doubt, soft and pleasant to 
traverse ; in winter and bad seasons, muddy and heavy.

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And so, when we look back to these early days, we can only 
imagine and fancy, even if we know the namen of families and 
people. 

It is greatly owing to the W. Salt Arch. Soc. that names 
have been more fully given, or rather deciphered, in connection 
with Standon. 

When it is known that these names are often written only 
on most ancient deeds, with fading ink, and ancient 
nomenclature, it can be understood then, that the task of 
interpreting those names has been by no means one without 
the employment of skill and labour. 

We have, before this society existed, the Walter Chetwynd 
MSS.,'^ which give au excellent cursive description of many

In the book of Shaw, *' Staffordshire," Preface 
vii., printed 1798, by J. Nichols, Eed Lion Passage, Fleet Street, London, 
we find this : *' It is sud Mr. Chetwynd had the additional collections of 
Mr. Ferrers, of Baddesley, and Mr. William Barton, the Leicestershire 
historian, besides very large ones of his own. These excellent MSS. 
continued in obscurity till a few years since, but all these upon the 
repairing of Ingestre Hall, though carefully put up in a box by the 
Rev. James Milnes, rector there, were unhappily lost, since found at 
Bugge (That is, Eugge in Standon. — E. S.), and restored to Ingestre. I 
have since been most kindly favoured with the use of them by Col. C. 
Talbot and the Eev. G. Talbot, uncles and guardians of the present 
earl. They consist of two folio volumes, beautifully as well as 
accurately written : the one a vellum chartulary, containing copies of 
all the records of the Chetwynd family, Ac, with elegant drawings of 
monuments, seals, (&c., and the church and house of Ingestre ; the 
other a clear and concise account of most of the parishes, with 
pedigrees of families in the hundred of Pyrehill." It is this latter 
from which the MSS. in W. Salt Library are copied. Walter 
Chetwynd, the author of these MSS., was descended from a long line 
of ancestors, seated at Ingestre from the time of the marriage of Sir 
John Chetwynd with Isabel, daughter and heiress of Philip de 
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parishes in Btafifordshire, and which the antiquarian, 
Erdeswicke, has (I believe) fully used ; bat the present 
W. Salt Arch. Soc. fills in, by giving different names and 
incidents, the more general outline or sketch of W. Ohetwynd, 
Erdeswicke, and others. I propose first to give, in Walter 
Ohetwynd's own words, the account of Standon, and return 
to the W. Salt Arch. Soc. for fuller details. He (W. C.) 
says: — ** The rectory is valued in the king's books at 
LblO : s2 : d4=£690 (present money). The patronage 
having ever belonged to the lords of ye manour of Standon. 

** The manour and parish contains (vulg., Staune) Bowers, 
Eugge, Walford, and Weston, all which were, at ye time of 
the general survey, held by Brian, descended of Bob. de 
Stadford (Stafford) ; there being then a church there, and a 
mill valued at 6 sol. That the family of the Standons 
(who aftei-wards residing here assumed that for their 
surname,) descended from ye aforementioned Brian, is, I 
think, not to be doubted, in regard they did not only succeed 
him in all his inheritance in this county, but were also 
anciently possessed of Ditchford, in ye county of Warwick, 
which was likewise held by Brian in the time of the Conqueror 
of Rob. de Stadford. In the time of Henry II. (a.d. 1154 to 
1189), Adam de Standon was Ld. of Standon and Ditchford. 
He had issue Roger de Standon, or de Ditchford (for he wrote 
himself both ways), whose son, Vivian de Standon, was 
certified. Tempore (in time of) Henry III., to hold 2 knights' 
fees in Standon, Weston, and half a knight's fee in Ditchford, 
of Henry de Stafford. This Vivian* had issue Philippa, his 
only daughter, who, by her husband. Sir Thos. Dutton, 

Muttou, who inherited that estate in the reign of Edw. III. He 
(W. Chetwynd) introduced Dr. Plot (Plot's " Natural History of Staf- 
fordshire ") into the county. A portrait of W. Chetwynd, by Sir P. 
Lely, is at lugestre. This Walter Chetwynd died in London, 1693, and 
was buried at Ingestre. 

* A note is found in the MSS., by a high authority, mentioning 
that Vivian was succeeded by a son, Robert de Standon, who was 
succeeded by a son Vivian. (I prove this further on. — E.S.) 
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Euight, had issue Sir Hagh Dutton, Knight, of Dutton, 
CO. Chester. Su* Bobert, who was lord of this mauoure, and 
Thomas, to whom his father, with the consent of Philippa, 
his wife, gave ye villages of 6reat and Little Bownall, in this 
county. In 24 Edward I., a.d. 1296, Sir Robert de Standon 
claimed a Court Leef* and free Warren in all his 
desmaine lands here, which were then allowed. He bore for 
his arms, i.e., his shield, Button's coat, charged with a labell 
of three points (azure), and married Agnes, the daughter, 
and, as I take it, at last the heir of Sir Will Mere (of Mere 
juxta (near) Standon), Kt., by whom he had Vivian, Ld. of 
Standon, E. II., a.d. 1807 to 1827 ; and Robert and Thos., 
to whom he gave severall lands within Mere. 

** Vivian® had issue Vivian, who, altering the arms used by 
his grandfather, gave quarterly ermin and gules fretted, i.e., 
(red fretted, or {gold}) ; leaving Elizabeth, his daughter and 
heir, the wife of Gilbert de Shotesbroke, of Berkshire, 
Kuight, by whom she had issue John de Shotesbroke, who 
was certified to hold a knight's fee here (King Henry VI., 
A.D. 1422), but died soon after ; for 10 year of King Heniy VI., 
A.D. 1482, Thos. Rogers, of Bercott, in Berks, in the right 
of Elizabeth his wife, was seized of this manoure, which 
descended to Thos. Rogers, their son, who had issue,

Berks, Kt., 
from whom it came by descent to Sir Essex, who, 6 year of 
Elizabeth, a.d. 1594, passed away ye manoure house and 
severall lands here to Humphrey Vyse, of Walford, Gent., 
selling the rest at the same time among the tenants in Free 
Farm, reserving the old rents, heriotts, and services, and in 
12 year of James I., a.d. 1615, Sir WiUiam Essex, of 
Lamboume, Bart., sold the Royalty to Andrew Vyse, grand- 
son to Humphrey." 

** The advowson or patronage belonged to the Lords of 
Standon till Sir William Essex before mentioned conveyed it 
to Sir William Harcourt of Ronton (Ranton), Knight, his 
father-in-law, who in 4 year of King James, 1606, sold it to 
Andrew Vyse, whose posterity,^ set down in the preceding 
pedigree, are now patrons of the church and lords of the 
manour, a.d. 1680.

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was seized (possessed) of this place, and soon after it came 
(as I think in Frank's marriage) to the family of the Ghet- 
wynds of Chetwynd. Henry III. (a.d. 1216 to 1272) it was 
in the possession of Sir John de Chetwynd, Et., and Edward 
I. reign (a.d. 1272 to 1807) Keginald de Chetwynd was certi- 
fied to hold a knight's fee here of Sir Bobert de Standon. 
Eeginald, whose daughter was Joane, was married to Sir Rich. 
Peshall, £t., and had issue by him "Sir Thomas Peshall, father 
to Eichard, Henry VI. reign (a.d. 1422 to 1461), and he having 
only two daughters his inheritance was divided betwixt them, 
to the elder, who married Pigott, having Chetwynd and other 
lands in Shropshire, and Isabell, the wife of Tho. Grosveuor, 
which descending to Eandolf Grosvenor, their great grandson, 
he in the time of 2nd of Queen Elizabeth (a.d.

I now come to the account of the early inhabitants of 
Standon, from the time of Domesday. The earliest record 
after the Domesday Survey is that which can be found in the 
two books called the Liber Niger (black book) and the Liber 
Eubens (red book) which were evidently written during the 
reign of Henry III. (a.d. 1266 to 1272), and which contain 
the knights' fees" in the time of Henry II., a.d. 1154 to 1189

found it necessary to govern it by the sword, by military tenure; 
hence, he introduced a more perfect principle of land tenure by 
knights' service, which may be known by the name of free services. 
Of this free service but few were exempt, some instances of freedom 
being granted to monastic houses who had held before in free alms, or 
francalmoigne. This free service consisted in affording for the king 
so many horsemen fully armed ; but as the chief tenant held by this 
service, so also the tenants under him held of him. The oath taken 
was as follows : — *' Hear, my lord. I become your liege man of life 
and limb and earthly worship, and faith and truth I will bear to you 
to live and die. So help me, God." The lord was, on his part, to 
protect his vassal, and give him a warrant of holding ; and the vassal, 
on his part, was to promise subjection and reverence to his lord. The 
greater tenants, who may be called barons, had to appear at court. 
But also we find that on the fee granted to vassals there were certain 
charges, such as, when a son came of age and came into possession, he 
had to pay a certain sum which was called 'heriot* among the Saxons, 
and ' relief ' among the Normans ; also, there was a sum paid to the 
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(these books are now kept in the new Record Office, Fetter 
Lane, London). Coeval with these are the Pipe Rolls, to 
which I allude later. The writs for these returns were 
sent out about 12 King Henry IL, a.d. 1166. 

The sheriff would address his writ to the ** tenant in 
capite," and thus each ** tenant in capite " would make his 
return out with the tenants under him ; so we find Robert de 
Stafford sends in the names of his sub-tenants, and we are 
enabled in many manours to obtain the names of owners 
from Domesday ; this is the case with Standon. It is very 
probable that the writ sent out in a.d. 1166, was *'for 
fiscal^ purposes connected with the levy of scutage."" 
Scutage (scutum, Lat., a shield) was a compounding on the 
tenant's part in money for not attending the king in military 
service for forty days, and in 5 Heijry II. (a.d. 1159) it was 
levied on Henry's expedition to Toulouse, France. It is 
believed that Henry II. raised this tax at the suggestion of Thos. 

lord when the lord's son was made a knight, or his eldest daughter 
was married, or when he was in custody iu the hands of his enemy. 
When, again, the vassal's heirs were females, they were not allowed 
to be married without the lord's consent, though this could not be 
refused without some strong excuse. When the father died the lord 
became guardian of the daughters, which is called wardship ; when 
she became fourteen he could compel her to marry the man of his 
choice ; and her husband did homage. From this we can gather how 
all lands held in fee — that is to say, subject to a higher lord — were 
constantly the occasions for law suits (inconvenient as they must have 
been at the time, they are interesting to us of later date for giving 
names of ancient families). I give this sketch from the graphic 
account in Dr. Lingard's Hist. Eng., Vol. I., chap. viii. See also note 
by him, p. 242, Vol. I. : — " The quantity of land constituting a knight's 
fee was regulated by the custom of the manour, whence it differed iu 
different manours according to the arrangement made by the original 
tenant in capite. Some knights' fees contained five carucates, others 
went up to forty-eight (Lib. Niger, Scac. 1 ; 294, 306). It is supposed 
by some that a barony consisted of thirteen knight fees and one- third ; 
on this point there is some difference."

makes this return of his knight's fees at this time, was third 
in descent of the first line of the Barons of Stafford.*' This 
same Bobert de Stafford held, amongst other knights' fees (I 
think fifiy-one in all) seven knights' fees which were made 
up from ten different manors, to which amount Standon con- 
tributes, with part of Wolverton, in Waiwickshire, two-thirds 
of a knight's fee. This same Bobert de Stafford held in suo 
dominio (in his own possession as demesne lauds), f f.m. 
(knights' fee) Standon, in Stafford, and part of Wolverton, 
in Warwickshire. In Weston, near Standon, Bicardus de 
Mara (Richard of Mere) held two-thirds of a knight's fee, 
which was also part of the seven knights' fees mentioned 
above. It appears, as already mentioned, that Brien de 
Standon held Stan tone (Standon), Bigge, Westone (Weston) 
in Standon, also Levedale in Staffordshire, Dicford in War- 
wickshire, and a double manor at Boscebi in Lincohishire. 
Brien no doubt was the founder of the family of Standon 
or Staundon. 

*'Badulphus fiHus Brieni (Balph, son of Brien) is a 
fi-equent witness to deeds of Nicolas de Stafford, in the reign 
of Henry I. (a.d. 1100-1136) in the Stone and Kenilworth 
Chartularies," as also is Brien, Ralph's father, the Domesday 
tenant. In a.d. 1088 (this is from a deed, now at Wrottesley, 
of a grant in the year 1088, of Robei-t de Stafford — ^grant of 
Wrottesley and Loynton to the Abbey, Evesham — written on 
parchment, in a hand of the fourteenth century) is found the 
signature of Brien, viz., ** Ego Brien concessi" (I Brien have 
agreed), after which is the sign of the cross. This Brien is 
Domesday tenant of Standon. His son Radulphus^^ filius 
Brientis, Ralph, son of Brien, is a witness to a deed in which 
Nicholas de Stafford concedes Idlicote to Kenilworth Priory 
(Harleian MSS. 86, 50) in the 23 to 26 Henry I. (a.d. 1122-

BadalphuB. See aboat Badalphas in Chapter Y. ou Church. 
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1126). In ^ deed of Stone Ohartulary, 81 Henry I., a.d. 
1180, Badulpbus filius Brieni (Ealph, son of Brien), is again 
a witness. Again much later, 5 to 15 King Stephen (a.d. 
1140-1160), the name of Ealph, son of Brien de Standon, 
appears in a deed. He evidently was now advanced in years. 
The grandson of this Brien, I take it, is Eadulphus or 
Robertas de Standon, who pays half amerkin a recognizance 
(a bond) for his father's death. In 27 King Henry II., a.d. 
1180^1181, this Badulpbus or Bobertus is dead, for in 81 
King Henry II., a.d. 1184, there is a lawsuit between Adam 
de Standon and Boger de Dicford about the service of half a 
knight's fee. Later on, 28 King Henry III., a.d. 1289, 
** Fraricus de Dicheford is sued by Vivian de Standon to 
acknowledge a fine levied at Oxford in the reign of King 
Henry IL, between Adam de Standon, grandfather of Vivian 
and Robert de Dicheford (Warwick), father of Fraricus, 
respecting half the manour of Dicheford, held by the service of 
one knight's fee and four merks annual rent ; the jury find in 
favour of Vivian. 

To return to Adam de Standon. He is witness to a deed, 
80 King Henry II., a.d. 1184, of Robert de Stadford (Stafford), 
Ivo de Mutton (Mytton) appearing also as a witness. This 
Adam de Standon is succeeded by Robert de Standon or 
Roger de Standon (Chetwynd MSS.). This Robert de 
Standon^^ appears in an assize 1 King John, a.d. 1199, as 
under age, claiming that the assize should not be held, as it 
would be to his detriment if Reginald de Burghlon, who 
held the land in question at Burghton, was to lose, 
" inasmuch as Ralph de Mutton, to whom the said Beginald 
rendered lis. annually, paid 10s. of it to his father and to 
him."

In the pipe roll" of 2 King John, a.d. 1208, Eobertus 

^^ The Pipe Bolls bring us in connection with the exchequer. The 
Bishop of Chester, Dr. Stabbs, in his Const. His. of England, p. 579, 
gives a full account of these Pipe Bolls. I give verbatim what he Bays 
to make clear the meaning of this tax : — ''Two chambers were used for 
this purpose in the palace of Westminster : The upper one or exchequer 
of account, was that in which the reports were received, and all the 
legal negociations were transacted ; and the lower one or exchequer of 
receipt, in which the money was paid down, weighed, and ' otherwise 
tested. The record of the business was preserved in three great roUs ; 
one kept by the treasurer, another by the chancellor, and a third by 
an officer nominated by the king, who registered the matters of legal 
and special importance. The rolls of the treasurer and chancellor 
were duplicates ; that of the former was called from its shape the great 
roll of the pipe, and that of the latter, the roll of the chancery. These 
documents are mostly still in existence. The Pipe Bolls are complete 
from the year of Henry II. (a.d. 1154 to 1189). And the chancellor's rolls 
nearly so. Of the preceding period only one roll, that of 31 King Henry 
I., A.D. 1130, is preserved, and this, with Domesday Book, is the most 
valuable store of information which exists for the administrative 
history of the age. The financial reports were made to the barons by 
the sheriffs of the counties. At Easter and Michaelmas each of those 
magistrates produced his own accounts, and paid into the exchequer 
such an instalment or proffer as he could afford, retaining in hand 
sufficient money for current expenses. In token of receipt a tally was 
made : a long piece of wood, in which a number of notches were cut, 
marking the pounds, shillings, and pence received ; this stick was then 
split down the middle, each half contained exactly the same number 
of notches, and no alteration could of course be made without certain 
detection. At the Michaelmas audit these tallies were produced, and 
the remainder of the accounts made up. If the sheriff were able to 
acquit himself entirely, he began the new year without arrears ; if not, 
a running account was kept by the same primitive method. The 
particulars accounted for by the sheriffs afford us a complete view of 
the financial condition of the country. The first item is the firma or 
f erm of the shire. (N.B. — The ferm of Staffordshire was not a large f erm, 
the king's dominions not being large.) This is a composition for all 
profits arising to the king from his ancient claims, (&c., &o. This was 
estimated at a fixed sum which was regarded as a sort of rent, at which 
the county was let to the sheriff, and recorded in the Botulus Exactorias ; 
for this, under the name of ferm, he answered annually : if his receipts 
were in excess, he retained the balance as his lawful profit, the wages 
of his service ; if the proceeds fell below the ferm, he had to pay the 
difference from his own purse. If lands fell out in waste, he was 
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Lupus** owes forty merks for having the custody of the land 
and heirs of Bobert of Standon and his wife ; he pays sixteen 
merks. This, I think, must be the widow and children of 
Eobert, grandson of Brien, and not Eobert, son of Adam de 
Standon, as Eobert de Standon is only dead in a.d. 1185, 
and this Pipe Boll is a.d. 1208. 

In the ** Testa de Nevill, King Henry III. (a.d. 1216 to 
1272), Vivianus (Vivian) de Standon, grandson of Adam de 
Standon, held two knights' fees in Standon, Weston and Sarden, 
in Staffordshire, and in Warwickshire he held one third of a 
knight's fee in Wolvardinton, and half a knight's fee in 
Dicheford, which Fraricus de Dicheford held of him." 

On the Fine Boll of 25 Heniy III., a.d. 1241, the Sheriff 
of Staffordshire is ordered to deliver 8 virgates of land (see 
Chap. II.) in Fenton to Vivian de Standon, on his paying his 
relief for the same, Vivian being heir to Philippa Fenton, 
who held the land in capite. 

Owing to this small tenure in chief, and in accordance 
with feudal rule that all lands of a tenant in capite, under 
whatever tenure they might be held, fall into the king's 
hands on the occasion of a minority, on the- death of Vivian 
de Standon shortly after this date his lands were bestowed 
by the king upon Philip Luvel. 

On the Coram Bege Boll of 84 Henry III., a.d. 1150, 
Bobert de Stafford sues Philip Luvell, for the wardship 
of Isabella (see note on Knight's Fees, Chap. III.), daughter 
and heir of Ealph de Mutton ; Philip claiming her because 

excused a proportionate amount under the head of waste, if new land 
was brought under tillage, he had to account for the profit under the 
title of increment. Before rendering this account the sheriff discharged 
the king's debts in the shire, paid the royal benefactions to religious 
houses, provided for the maintenance of stock on the crown lands, the 
expenses of public business, the cost of provisions supplied to the court, 
and the travelling expenses of the king and his visitors incurred within 
his district." 

^0 Bobertus Lupus (Wolf) reddit compositionem de XL marc pro 
habenda cnstodia terrsa et hsBredam Boberti de Standon et uxoris 
ejusdem Koberti. 
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Balph held his lauds of Vivian de Standon, the custody 
of whose lands had been given to him by the king. 
Bobert stated in reply that Balph held of him by knight's 
seiTice Ingestre Qratewick, and Bule ; and that Balph's 
ancestor had been enfeoffed (put in possession) by his 
ancestor. By fine levied in the following year, Bobert 
de Stafford acknowledges the marriage of Isabella, daughter 
and heir of Balph de Mutton, to be the right of Bobert, 
son of Vivian de Standon.'' This is all interesting as 
giving us the date of Vivian's death, and mention of his 
son Bobert de Standon (about whom see later on). 

It is necessary here to take notice of the Courts of Justice. 
Up to Henry II., a.d. 1154 to 1189, most of the issues at 
law were administered by local and manorial courts. Each 
lord had an authority in civil as also in some cases in 
criminal cases. This was not the rule in every manour, but 
no doubt when it did occur it was a continuance of a right 
granted from earlier times than the Norman Conquest, as, 
for instance, we remember Bobert de Standon, son of Vivian, 
claims a Court Leet (Chetwynd MSS.). And though all may 
seem changed now, the old principle of frank-pledge*® was 
favourably viewed by the people. Frank-pledge consisted 
in a certain number (ten) agreeing amongst themselves for 
the good conduct of each other, and bound to produce any 
member of that number if he committed a crime ; if these 
could not produce the offender, the association was in miseri- 
cordia, — that is, ** at the mercy of the king for any fine 
imposed by the justice." 

When anyone was in misericordia, or amerced — a term 
which we often meet with — it would be understood ** that 
further pledges would be needed for his appearance." In the 
reign of Henry II. an Assize^^ was instituted, in which the 

^ Frank-pledge means in deeds, ** a surety." 

31 The following is an exact description of the new institution, 
copied from Vol. III. " Bist. Coll. Staff." :— " The great assize is a royal 
benefit conceded by the king, whereby the lives of men and safety of 
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jury consisted of twelve. This Assize, no doubt, was partly 
intended to do away with the danger of losing a right by a 
challenge to a duel, which challenge was constantly offered, 
and partly to simplify the administration of justice. 

On the occasion of non-appearance, excuses could be made, 
called ** essoins" The three principal ** essoins" were: (1) 
De servitio Eegis — on service with the king abroad ; (2) De 
malo veniendi — detained on the road ; (8) De malo lecti 
— illness. In the assize, John I., a.d. 1199, Osbertus de 
Standon stands as giving pledge. So, also, in the same 
assize Ralph de Mutton essoined himself (malo veniendi), by 
delay, from appearing against the Dominam (lady) of 
Standon, and Robert her son. This Robert has been 
mentioned before, he is the son of Adam de Standon. The 
Royal Courts, in the time of King Henry III., a.d. 1216- 
1272, were the Curia Regis — the Court of the King ; the 
Supreme Court of Justice: the Court Coram Rege — in 
presence of the King ; the Court de Banco at Westminster — 
which was separated from the Court of the King ; and the 
County Court. 

I return now to Vivian de Standon, in the time of 
Henry III., a.d. 1219:— "In Plea Rolls of 16 Henry III., 
A.D. 1282, at Coventry, Warwick (the justices heard cases out 
of their counties, when they could not arrive at a conclusion 
through absence of one of the parties), Walter, son of Ralph, 
and three other knights summoned to elect twelve to make a 
recognition of a great assize between Hervey de Stafford, 
plaintiff, and Vivian de Staundon, deffciant (one who keeps 
another out of possession) of the service, which the said 
Hervey claimed of Vivian for the free tenement which he held 

their estates is so carefully guarded that, for the right whioji any man 
possesses as his freehold, he may, in order to preserve it, decline the 
ambiguous eveut of the duel, and by this means an untimely death is 
avoided, or the opprobrium of perpetual infamy consequent on the use 
of that disgraceful word in the mouth of the vanquished." " Craven " 
was the word uttered by the vanquished when he yielded, and his life 
was preserved. 
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of him iD Dicheford, and respecting which Vivian, who is 
tenant, had put himself on a great assize of the king, and 
asked for a recognition to be made as to whether he owed to 
the said Hervey the service of half a knight's fee for all 
service as he alleged, or the service of a full knight's fee 
which Hervey claimed from him, came and elected these 
James de Bissegham, &c., &c. 

** A concord was made. Vivian gave a mark for license of 
concord by the pledge of Fraricus de Dicheford." 

Again Vivian appears, in issuing a writ against Fraricus 
de Dicheford, for paying a fine. Fraricus acknowledges the 
fine. In the 84 King Henry HI., a.d. 1250, the decision 
already mentioned of Vivian's son Eobert having the right 
of the wardship of Isabella de Mutton, confirms the lordship 
in the family of the Staundons. In the final concords, in the 
time of King Henry III., a.d. 1248, at Lichfield, *' Felicia, 
daughter of Adam de Bures, Thomas de Ghatkulum, and 
Sarra his wife, Eichard de Boys and Basilia his wife, Nicholas 
de Ghatkulum and Alice his wife, John de SuggenhuU and 
Alditha his wife " are complainants against Vivian de Stan- 
don for twelve acres in Standon. 

They gain their suit, and they, the wives, are allowed the 
land as their own for ever. In the year 1248 John de 
Swynnerton and his wife Margery are complainants against 
Vivian de Staundon as tenant ; Vivian claiming with his 
heirs common pasturage in Swynnerton Heath (most likely 
Swynnerton Old Park)** for cattle, but not for swine ; that 
Vivian and his heirs and his villeins at Standon would pay 
4s. at Swynnerton yearly, John and Margery de Swynnerton 
having the rest of the common towards the north : the result 
is that John and Margery de Swynnerton agree to this. 
Vivian again appears in a Final Concord at Coventry 

22 No doubt, in old days, Swynnerton Old Park reached down to 
the stream, the Meece ; for part of Swynnerton Parish borders Standon 
at that point. The greater portion of Swynnerton Old Park is quite 
due north of Standon. 
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(a.d. 1282: King Heniy III.), with Hervey de Staflfbrd, in which 
the result is that Vivian agrees to Hervey having the right of 
service of half a knight's fee at Dicheford, and Vivian gave to 
Hervey 12 marks of silver. Again, in a.d. 1289, at London, 
Vivian, as complainant, agrees that Praricus de Dicheford 
has the right in the manor of Dicheford to be held of Vivian 
and his heirs for the service of a knight's fee and 4s. annual 
rent. I now come to Robert de Standon, the Crusader. I 
conclude that Vivian de Standon, his father, died between 
A.D. 1248 and 1250, as in a.d. 1250 Robert de Standon, his 
son, is acknowledged as being in possession ; this Robert, the 
Crusader, joined Prince Edward in the last crusade, a.d. 1270, 
two years before the death of King Henry III. (Prince 
Edward's father). The proof that Robert de Standon was in 
the crusade is found in the Pleas of the Forest, in a.d. 1271. 
These pleas were heard before special justices. (An account 
of the forest I reserve for the fourth chapter.) It seems that 
Robert de Standon, with others, had taken, before Christmas 
Day, 48 King Henry III. (that is, 1264), some venison in 
Kanock (Cannock) Forest (ten does, three bucks), and carried 
them to the house of one Ralph Basset, at Drayton. Some 
of Robert's companions are some time afterwards caught and 
imprisoned, but Robert de Standon is respited, being in the 
Holy Land as a crusader. This action on Robert's part may 
seem illegal, but at the same time the forest laws were very 
despotic, and the cause of the greatest abhorence to the 
people (see Chap. IV.). As a crusader,** Robert de Staundon 
must receive the respect of those who may live in later times 
in the parish of Standon. I think it not improbable that 
our Robert de Standon was cotemporaiy with Sir Roger 
Swynnerton, who either did undertake the crusade with 
Prince Edward, or else intended to go in the crusade of a.d. 
1288 — Pope Nicholas's crusade — which feU through. The 

38 It is not without interest that a son of Colonel Howard Vyse 
lately fell bravely in battle in the Egyptian War, his ancestors, the 
Vyses, being for centuries the Lords of the manour of Standon. 
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beautiful monument in Bwynnerton Church (the monument 
of a orusader) is to Sir Boger Bwynnerton. As at this time 
the crusade could be taken up, and a scutage paid for not 
going, the actual proof that Bobert de Btaundon did go to the 
crusade is a sufficient assurance of his bravery.*^ 

This crusade, which commenced a.d. 1270, was the last 
actual crusade, Pope Nicholas's falling through. Prince Edward 
sailed from England in the year 1270, and arrived at Tunis, 
in Africa ; from thence he continued his voyage to the Holy 
Land. 

Matthew Paris, in his history, gives us the Latin expres- 
sion, ** Bignatus est cruce."** He is sealed with the cross, or 
rather he took up the cross, which no doubt was the term 
then, A.D. 1258, historically used for entering a crusade. 
Amongst a vast amount of information about the crusades, 
there is in existence the MSB. of Pierre de Langtoft, who 
evidently wrote in the 14th century. Among these MBS. is 
an account of the reign of Edward I. These MSB. have been 
most carefully edited by Mr. T. Wright, M.A., F.S.A., &c., 
&c., and, from his English translation, I give some portion 
in connection with this crusade of Prince Edward, a.d. 
1270 :— 

'* In the fourth year after King Louis went 
Towards the Holy Land with very great equipment ; 
Counts, dukes, barons, and knights he took thither, 
As became such a prince in such a business. 

3' Malmesbory Sharpe Ed., p. 415. Urban (Pope), on the first 
crasade, says: — "Those who may die will enter the mansions of 
heaven, while- the living shall behold the sepulchre 'of the Lord. 
Blessed are they, who, called to these occupations, shall inherit such 
a recompense ; fortunate are those who are led to such a conflict, that 
they may partake of such rewards." 

^ See Malmesbury, Sharpe Edit., p. 413. Urban (Pope) says : — 
" Let such as are going to fight for Christianity put the form of the 
cross upon their garments, that they may outwardly demonstrate the 
love arising from their inward faith." This alludes to the first 
crusade, a.d. 1095. 
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When he came to the sea he had good weather. 
He arrived against the King of Tunis in his land, 
Began very well to conquer and ravage ; 
Great was the misfortune that he could not live, 
Death took him, alas, his life he ended. 
Sir Edward, son of the King of England, provides 
That in August following after his way he takes thither. 
At Rome, on his way, he spoke with the Pope, 
And then remained that winter in Sicily. 
As soon as the fair weather of summer approached 
He put to sea towards Tunis, the land where he entered 
He found the rich King of France, Louis, dead. 
Sir Edward passed from Tunis to Acre, &c., &c. 
Much was the pagan people frightened 
That the Christians had so numerous a chivalry 
They feared Sir Edward more than any man alive. 
^ Wherefore the Soldan studies night and day 
How he may kill Sir Edward by treason, &c., &c. 
The Soldan sends a Saracen to murder Prince Edward. 
And he the Saracen is to say : 
** Sir, the Soldan salutes thee as a friend — 
Alone in a room without other company 
I will show thee secrets." 
Now is the Saracen come to Sir Edward 
In very rich cloths of gold is he clad ; 
Beneath he bore poisoned knives. 
As he was instructed, he has said his salutation, &c., &c. 
He has wounded Sii* Edward ; his blows are known 
Each is mortal ; Sir Edward, strong and prudent, 
Has slain the traitor, has vanquished him by the hand." 

Here King Edward slays with a trestle the Saracen who 
came to him on a message in treason from the Soldan. 

Of Sir Edwards* wounds many a man is in grief ; 
His surgeon examines them, tells him certainly 
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If he wishes him to save him, rest is necessary for him. 
It was a very great misfortune, great injury 
To Christian people in the Holy Land.** 

It is with this crusade of a.d. 1270 that Bobert de 
Staundon is connected. Before this period, a.d. 1265, 
«*Odo de Hodinit (Hodnet, Salop) appeared against (by 
attorney) Bobert de Enightele and others, amongst whom is 
Bobert de Staundon, in a plea that they had entered the 
manour of Odo during the disturbances in the kingdom, and 
taken away his goods and chattels. The defendants did not 
appear." In a.d. 1272, Henry III., ** Geoffrey de Grreseleg 
sued Bobert de Staundon in plea that, he should give up to 
him Henry, the son and heir of Henry de Verdun, the ward- 
ship and marriage of whom belonged to him, inasmuch as 
Henry held his land of him by knight's service. Bobert did 
not appear." 

In the year a.d. 1272, 56 Henry III., the year Henry 
died, Bobert de Staundon appears as one of the jury chosen 
to decide a case of Nicholas dc Overton and Agnes his wife 
against William de Evenewyk, the Master of the Hospital of 
St. John, of Lichfield. The verdict, about some land, was 
given in favour of the Master and Enights of St. John. It 
is seen by this that Bobert de Staundon had returned to 
England. This is in accordance with the length of the 
crusade, though not with Prince Edward's return to England. 
Bobert obtains in the same year charge of the heir of Henry 
de Verdun ; this comes through knight's service in Levedale. 
It seems that the wife of Vivian de Standon was Boes de 
Standon ; she seems to have lived up to a.d. 1279. She 

« The French original runs thus : 
Au quarreme aprds, ie ray Lauys alait 
Devers la Terre Saynte of molt graunt coplait 
Gountes, duks barouns, chuvalers i menait 
Gum entel mester k tel prince appendait. 

In the fourth year after King Louis went towards the Holy Land, 
&c., &o. 
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appears in a.d. 1272, 66 Henry, by her attorney, against 
Balph, son of Roger Reyner, and two others for breaking 
open a chest of hers at Roger Reyner 's house, in Salop, and 
taking 39 marks from it. She also appears ** as putting in 
her place as attorney Gervase de Levedale, or John de Hopes, 
against Adam de Chetwynde, in a plea of trespass." In 84 
Henry, a.d. 1250, Thomas (the parson) of Staundon is 
mentioned. This seems to be Thomas de Mere. From 'the 
year a.d. 1301 I have a consecutive list of the clergy at 
Standon, which I give in the fifth chapter of this book. In 
2 Edward I., a.d. 1274, Robert de Staundon, Thomas Dytton, 
who now appears as interested in Standon ; Thomas, the 
parson of the church of Standon (N.B. — The way this church 
is mentioned is a proof of its prior existence.) are mentioned in 
the Plea Rolls of having disseised (dispossessed) John de 
Kokfield and Philippa his wife of their free tenement in Mere 
and Aston. It is said John de Eokfield had never had fees 
in possession of the tenement. Also Thomas de Dutton, 
Robert de Standon, and Thomas, parson of the church of 
Standon, ** are accused of unjustly disseissing John de 
Cokefeud and Philippa his wife of free tenements, of Philippa 
in Great Roughenhale (Rownall) and Little Roughenhale, viz., 
of a cai'ucate of land, a water mill, etc." Thomas appears 
for the defendants, but the record is not concluded. 

Robert de Staundon appears, 4 Edward I., a.d. 1276, in 
the Plea Rolls, Banco Roll, sueing John de Swynnerton that 
he must cariy out the agreement respecting the common 
pasturage at Swynnerton, as agreed upon by Robert's father, 
Vivian, and John de Swynnerton and Margery his wife. 
The sheriff is ordered to distrain on John de Swynnerton. 

In A.D. 1278, Edward I., Magister de Vernay sues, 
amongst others, Robert de Staundon for £10. None of the 
defendants appeared. In a.d. 1280, a convention is made 
between Sir Robert de Staundon, knight, and Magister 
Walter de Mare, by which Magister Walter was ** to prose- 
cute at his own cost the right of Sir Robert to the lands which 

D 
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belonged to Sir Henry de la -Mere, knight, in Alingscote, 
Pighmundecote, Bormarcote and Ashcote, in Oxon Co., which 
should revert to Sir Robert as his escheat.*^ The said Henry 
had committed a felony, and died a felon. Bobert agrees that 
he would enfeoff (put into possession) Walter de la Mere ot 
them, to be held by the same service as Ounnora de la Mere 
was accustomed to pay.*' . . . Robert de Staundon sues 
EnAma, the widow of Griffin, son of Madoc de Bromfeld, in 
A.D. 1282, for a messuage and carucate of land in Boer 
Sardun (Bere Sardon). Emma had no entry except by 
Henry de Audedeleye. Emma called to warranty William de 
Audedeley; a jury is summoned to try the case. In a.d. 
1279, an assize held in the matter whether Robert de 
Staundon had rightly disseissed Roes, widow of Vivian de 
Staundon (and probably mother of Robert) about her free 
tenement in Staundon, "one third of two miUs* and twenty- 
six bushels of hard wheat annually.'* Robert de Staundon 
acknowledges the claim. In 21 Edward I., a.d. 1293, Alice, 
widow of Robert de Wystanswyk, gains back an acre of land 
from Robert de Staundon in Mere. Before this, in a.d. 1281 
and 1282, Edward 1st (this mention is made in the expenses 
of Edward 1st), we find to three shoeing smiths ot the king, 
returning to the king towards Staundon, for their expenses, 
£0 sd do. It is probable that the Welsh road that runs 
through Cotes and Swynnerton was used for the conveyance 
of the king's troops. The king seems to have assembled his 
knights and their attendants in Oheshii'e and Salop, in 
A.D. 1279 ; this date, then, must show no doubt it was a rein- 
forcement going to him. In a.d. 1293, 21 Edward I., Robert 
de Staundon is on a juiy of sixteen. He is, also named at this 
time as justiciary of North Wales. In the same year Robert de 

^ The escheat here was the right of possession to the lord, on 
account of Henry de la Mare's death as a felon. 

^ Two mills : One mill only now remains, and there is no proof 
except this, of two on the manoor of Standon. This second mill might 
be either Hatton or Mill Meece ; unless there was a miU at Weston. 
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Staundon, with three other knights elect a jury in a case in 
connection with the Prior of Stanes (Stone). Again, in the 
same year, " William, son of Griffyn, acknowledged he owed 
Eobert de Staundon £33 : this is a settlement respecting the 
case of the manour of Bere Sardon, Emma and William 
Griffin, mentioned before. He is also mentioned at this time 
as a coroner. The following is an account of his acting as 
coroner: — *• Thomas de Wyshawe and Alexander his groo'in, 
coming from the market of Newcastle, overtook Ealph le 
Frend and John his groom, and a quarrel arising between 
them, the said Thomas struck Balph with a sword on the side, 
so that he died on the following day, and Thomas and 
Alexander returned to the manour of Madeley, and were 
apprehended there by Robert de Staundon the coroner, and 
John de ^Norton the king's bailiff, and were delivered into the 
custody of the vill of Madeley, in order to be taken to the 
king's prison of Bruges (Bridgenorth), when a number of foot- 
men and horsemen from Chester, whose names are unknown, 
rescued the said Thomas and Alexander from the hands of 
the said vill and beheaded them, and they carried their heads 
into Cheshire. The chattels of the said Thomas were worth 
sl6, for which the sheriff answers. It afterwards appeared 
by the coroner's Rolls, that Margaret de Whyshawe, the sister 
of Thomas, had appealed in the county court, Adam Brun, 
Richard his brother, and Thomas Cotey, of Madeley, for the 
death of her brother : and the said Margaret did not appear 
before this court. She and her sureties, viz., Philip de 
Mutton and Robert Teverey, are therefore in misericordia (at 
mercy), and Adam Brun and Thomas Ooty appeared and 
appealed to a jury : and the jury of the hundred and four 
neighbouring vills, say they are not guilty, and they do not 
suspect Richard Brun : and the jury testify that William Frend 
living at Hunstreton in co. Chester, John, son of William Frend, 
Robert de Lee and Roger his son, and thirteen others named, 
had rescued the said Thomas and Alexander from the hands 
of Adam Brun and others of the vill of Madeley, who 
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were couducting tbem to prison aud had beheaded tbem. 
The justiciary of Chester is therefore commanded to arrest 
them and produce them before this court on the Octaves of 
the Pui'ification. A postscript states that three of the accused 
appeared before the court and appealed to a jury, wliich 
acquitted them, and the justice of Chester retmiied that the 
others could not be found. They are, therefore, to be out- 
lawed. It was afterwards testified that Bobert de Lees and 
two others named were dead." This shows the unpleasant 
state of the neighbourhood and country at this period. 

lu the year a.d. 1298, Robert de Staundon has a free 
warren in Standon, Fenton (Vivian). (See Chap. IV.) 

Again, in the same year, Bobert de Btaundon is on the 
jury in the case of William de Bagenholt receiving two men 
who were robbers. William claims exemption as being a 
clericus. The Prior of Stone proves that is so, and he is 
acquitted on the part of the jurors. 

In the same year it is recorded that ** Some unknown 
malefactors broke open the mill of Staundon, and killed 
Boger de Dereslowe, and they immediately fled, and it is not 
known who they were. Afterwards** a hue and cry was 
raised, and they were pursued by the men of Eccleshale, so 
that one of them, by name Bobert de Porcher, fleeing from 
the king's peace, was beheaded. He had no chattels, and 
Philip, son of Hamon, the first finder, did not appear, but is 
not suspected, and he was attached by John, son of Bobert de 
Swynnerton, and Bobert Overey, of Waleford. They are 
therefore * in misericordia,' at mercy." This extract gives us 
a clear account of the outlawry of that age. 

At this very early date we get the name of Oervase 
(Jervis), of the same family as the present owner of Chatcul, 
and that of Lord St. Vincent, in the person of Thomas, son of 
Gervase de Staundon. The mother of Warine, of Standon, 



39 A bom was used for the hue and cry, henoe a horn was a symbol 
of jarisdiction. 
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seems to be Boysia. Before concluding the further accounts 
of Bobert de Staundon, I mention that we get the name of 
Vivian de Staundon in a Plea Boll, in 8 Edward I., a.d. 1275. 
Also, about the same time, the names of Dytton or Dutton, 
appear more generally. Thomas de Dutton is mentioned 
about land in Great and Little Bownall, and in 10 E. Edward I., 
A.D. 1282, Thomas de Dutton and Philippa his wife are 
coparceners'" in the vill of Mere, with three others. Evidently 
Philippa de Dutton had been put in possession of Great and 
Little Bowenhale by Sir Vivian de Staundon. See deed 
14 Edward L, a.d. 1286, in consequence of which there was 
a law suit between her and Bobt. de Dytton, brother, 1 take 
it, of Thomas de Dytton. Bobert de Dutton serves as a juror 
in A.D. 1298. In the same year Bobert de Dutton appears as 
knight. 

The names of others of the Dytton family at this date are 
William and Boger. 

To return to Bobert de Staundon, Magister^^ Thomas 
and Warine seem to be his brothers, and William his son. 

Bobert de Staundon is summoned for a foreign expedition 
of the king, to recover his Continental dominions, in a.d. 
1297. The justices receive a writ that Bobert de Staundon, 
with others, John de Swynnerton, Boger de Swynnerton, are 
under protection as about to go to lands beyond the sea. 
(" Profecturi sunt ad partes trans marinas."; 

Sir Bobert de Staundon, in a deed, a.d. 1292, appears as 
signing as knight. Bobert appears again by attorney against 
William de Glebury, parson of Forton, about some land 
transaction at Overton, near Wolverhampton ; this is in a.d. 
1801. Bobert is sued as custos (custodian) for laud of 
Thomas, son and heir of Bobert de Halghton, in a.d. 1805. 
In the next year '* John de Ghetewynde sued Bobert de 



so Goparoeners : Having equal portion in the inheritance of the 
ancestor. 



M Magister : See Chapter V. 
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Btaundon for causing waste and destruction in houses, woods, 
and gardens, which he held in custody of the inheritance of 
John, in Weston, near Standon. Kobert did not appear." In 
A.D. 1807, Kobert de Btaundon*s name appears as a juror, 
and in the same year John de Chetwynde withdrew his 
writ against the said Robert respecting tenements in 
Standon. 

This Robert de Staundon, who plays such a large portion 
in the early history of Standon, is succeeded by Vivian. In 
13 King Edward II. (a.d. 1320), Vivian, son of Robert de 
Staundon, is mentioned as complainant against Roger, parson 
of the Church of Blumenhal. In a.d. 1298, Vivian de 
Staundon had stood as surety to produce Margaret Bagen- 
holt, who had harboured her outlawed son. In an original 
deed, which is at the Wm. Salt Library, Stafford, •* Thomas 
de Halthton, John de Chetewynde, Robert de Dutton, John 
Ipstones, Vivian de Staundon, Roger (parson of Blumenhall), 
Vivian de Chetwynde, William de Weston Jones, Robert, son 
of Robert de Dutton, Jordan de Penvelesdon, and James de 
Toddemore are bound to Sir Roger de Swynnerton, Chivaler, 
in a sum of 500 marks, by a recognizance made in Chancery, 
15 Edward II., a.d. 1822, of which 500 marks the said Sir 
Roger de Swynnerton now grants, for himself and his heirs, 
to the said Vivian de Staundon, that if the said Vivian shall 
keep the peace towards him and do him no manner of wrong, 
that the said recognizance of 500 marks shall be void, and 
no effect. Witnessed by Monsr. James de Audeley, Monsr. 
Robert deKnytheley, Monsr. Thomas de Oyle, Geoffrey de 
Wasteneys, and John de Bromley. Dated at Swynnerton, 
A.D. 1822." 

In 17 Edward II., a.d. 1324, Vivian de Staundon, with 
William de Chetwynd, Vivian de Chetwynd, John de Ipstones, 
** stand as bail for the good behavior of those " who, on the 
side of the Staffords of BromshuU and Sandon, had attacked 
the Swynnertons. In the Exchequer Subsidy Roll of a.d. 
1827 (this subsidy roll was levied to meet the expense of King 
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Edward III. — expense in the Scotch war — in the taxation) 
the commissioners are ordered to summon the most loyal 
men of each vill who were to cany out the taxation. In 
Staundon we find Vivian de Staundon heading the list ; in 
Weston, John de Ghetwyud. The lists at Staundon and 
Weston are as follow : —

In 19 K. Edward II., a.d. 1825-26, John de Staundon, 
Richard Vivian de Ohetwynd, Philip de Ipstanes, and others 
are ordered to be arrested with Isabel, Lady of Ingestre, for a 
controversy about the possession of the Church, ^yton juxta 
Gnousale (Gnosall). The matter had caused in these trouble- 
some times a great deal of disturbance and partizanship. 

^ William de Pnlteueye was rector at this time, a.d. 1322 to 1883. 
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Tbis Vivian, who sacceeded his father, Robert de Staundon, 
aud lived in the reign of Edward II., a.d. 1807, is succeeded 
by Vivian dominus de Staundon, who, it is said in the 
Ghetwynd MSS., changed his shield — it is the same shield 
that Lord Sherborne quarters now — leaving a daughter, 
Elizabeth, who married Gilbert de Shotesbroke, of Berkshire, 
Knight, who held a knight's fee at Staundon, K. Henry VI., 
A.D. 1422; but in a.d. 1432, 10 Henry, Thos. Rogers, of 
Bercott, is in possession, in right of Elizabeth his wife, 
who was succeeded by Thomas Rogers, who was succeeded 
by Thomas Rogers, the daughter of the last named Thomas, 
Elizabeth (by name), brought the manour into the family of 
Sir W. Essex, who, in Queen Elizabeth's reign, a.d. 1564, 
passed by sale the manour to Humphrey Vyse, of Walford. 

Side by side with Standon go the lands of Walford, 
Weston, and The Rugge, and we already see, as almost 
collateral with the interests of Staundon then and later, the 
families of Ghetwynd, of Jervis, of Broughton, of Vyse, and 
Shrimshere. 

These all fill a considerable page in the history of the 
parish of Staundon, or in adjoining villages ; and it would be 
interesting to see how each came into connection with the 
whole parish of Staundon, but I must be content now with 
the more distinct family of Staundon and its successors, 
reserving for after chapters any general account that can be 
obtained of these families at the different periods which 
this account of Standon parish and manour may extend 
over. 

I trust, between the time of Edward III., a.d. 1827, and 
Queen Elizabeth, a.d. 1668, more light will be thrown on our 
Staffordshire manours. Luckily, I am in possession of the 
Standon Court Rolls from the time of Edward III., and we 
have the Ghetwynd MSS., also the list of the possessors of the 
advowson of Standon from a.d. 1801. These give additional 
help, but, no doubt, in time we shall hear more fully about 
our parish and manours during these periods. 
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I believe the pedigree of the Sfcaundons to be as follows: —

CHAPTER IV. 
Court Eolls of the Manoub of Standon from a.d. 1338 

TO 1773: AND THE GENERAL SuRVBY OF THE PaRISH FOR 
A.D. 1818. 



[iSt!||E find that Bobert dc Standon is granted a free 
||Im warren in Standon in the reign of King Edward I. , 
jlSSi?^! that is to say, sporting rights over his lands in 
Standon. We may remember that the same Robert de 
Standon had escaped appearing, on account of his absence 
on the crusade wars, to a summons against him for taking 
venison. This grant of free warren introduces us to the 
forest laws, and also the extreme harshness of the Norman 
kings in all their hunting laws. William II. made it a capital 
offence,^ or the loss of eyes, to take a stag or boar. It has 
been also said that William the Conqueror, for the sake of 
acquiring hunting ground, had destroyed numerous churches 
in Hampshire, where he extended the New Forest.* (The 
ancient name of the forest was Ityne.) The forest laws were 
not in their extreme cruelty restricted till the reign of John.

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Matthew Paris^ describes the cruelty of Geoffrey of Langley, 
as bailiff and inquisitor of the king, for trespasses in the 
king's forests, in a.d. 1260, 84th year of King Henry III, 

In Vol. Vm Part I., of W. Salt's '^Historical Collection of 
Staffordshire," the rights of the king in his forests ai*e most 
fully described. We find the forest was considered the most 
important hunting ground ; then came the chace — (Cannock 
Chace was a Boyal forest, not a chace) —then came the park, 
and, last of all, the free warren. 

The charter of free warren contained the clause, dum 
iamen terrsB illsB non sunt infra metas forestraB nostrsB — Le., 
*' So long as these lands may not be within the limits of our 
forest." 

** The beasts of the forest seem to have been the hart, the 
hind, the hare, the boar, and the wolf. 

** The beasts of the chace were the buck, the doe, the 
martin, and the roe. 

** The beasts and fowls of the warren were the hare, the 
coney or rabbit, the pheasant, and partridge."^ 

We get in names of lands in Standon the coney-gree, or 
coney-grave, evidently derived from the word coney. 

The deer was held, as now in Scotland, the highest species 
of game. 

As Standon Manour has been, no doubt from the date of 
the granting of the free warren and before, more or less 
connected with sporting rights, I give some of the old 
woodman's terms, as quoted by Ouillim in his Book of 
Heraldry"^: — ** Terms of footing or treading of all beasts of 
venery and chase: That of the hart is termed slot ; buck and 
all fallow deer, view ; fallow deer, tract ; boar, treading.

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That of an hare is termed according to her several 
courses, for when she keepeth in plain fields and chaseth 
about to deceive the hounds, it is said she donbleth; 
but when she beateth the plain highway, where you may 
yet perceive footing, it is said she pricketh. The fat 
of all sorts of deer is called suet. Also it may be very well 
said, This deer was a high deer*s grease. The fat of a roe is 
termed bevy grease. Boar and hare, grease. You shall say : 
Dislodge buck, start hare, unkennel the fox, rowse the hart, 
and bowlt the coney. Terms used by foresters : A hart 
belloweth, a buck groaneth, a roe belleth, a hare and coney 
beateth or tappeth, a fox barketh, a wolf howleth. You shall 
say a litter of cubs and a n^st of rabbits. Skilful foresters 
and good woodmen do use to say : A herd of harts, a herd of 
all manner of deer, a bevy of roes, a sounder of swine, a rowt 
of wolves, a riches of martemes, a brace or lease of bucks, a 
brace or lease of foxes, a brace or lease of hares, a couple of 
rabbits or coneys. Skilful woodmen, describing the head of 
a hart, do call the round roll next the head the burr, the 
main horn the beam, the lowest antlier the brow, antliers 
next above thereunto the bey, antliers next above that the 
royal, upper part of all the surroyal top. And in a buck's 
head they say first a burr, then a beam, then a braunche, 
then advancers, then a palm, then spellers. The buck is in 
the first year a fawn, second year a pricket, third a sorel, 
fourth a sore, fifth a buck of the first head, sixth year a buck 
or great buck. A doe in the first year is a fawn, second a 
pricket's sister, the thu:d a doe. A fox in the first year is a 
cub, second a fox, and afterwards an old fox. You shall say 
that a hart harboureth, a buck lodgeth, a roe beddeth, a hare 
seateth or forme th, a coney sitteth, a fox knelleth.'* 

This same Bobert de Standon, who claimed a court leet 
and a free warren, appears by name in a charter of the date 
of 14th year of Edward 1st, a.d. 1286. By which John, lord 
of Wetemor (Whitmore), releases and quits claim to the Lord 
Bobert de Standon. Witnessed by Master Thomas, rector of 
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the church of Staundon, Bobert Gerveis, Adam de S wines- 
heved (Swineshead), Thomas de Wetindon. There is another 
charter by which Bobert, lord of Staundon, confirms to 
Vivian de Staundon certain lands in Fen ton, and also gives a 
dower to Maude, Vivianus's wife, daughter of Sir W. Boy dell. 
Witnessed by Master Thomas, parson of Staundon, John 
Coyney, &c., &c. 

From this Vivian family we pass to the different land- 
owners and lords of the manour, whom we meet with further 
on, in the Court Bolls. A recent book by Professor Bogers, 
&c., &c. — ** Six Centuries of Work and Wages " — gives us a 
descriptive account of the state of many of our villages during 
the thirteenth centuiy. He says : "A thirteenth century 
village contained some sixty to eighty inhabitants, most of 
them were constantly engaged in husbandry, all, indeed, for 
certain periods in the year. The most important artificer, 
indeed, was the smith, but it is plain from the records which 
have been preserved, that the smith's work was not sufficient 
to maintain a smith in any manor ; and that the same person 
sei-ved the needs of three or four." At the court house or 
hall the court baron would be held, and the writer goes 
on to say, '' Such manor houses are still to be found, the 
building of which goes back nearly to the thirteenth century. 
Many have been expanded into larger houses, or been partly 
razed for the building of country houses." 

** The manor house was generally near the church. Some- 
times the church and churchyard were within the private 
grounds of the lord.*' 

*' The most important lay tenant of the manor was the 
miller; every parish had its watermill. The mill was the 
lord's franchise, and the use of the manor mill was an obliga- 
tion on the tenants. The lord therefore repaired the mill, 



^'Bronghton, Maer, and Swynnerton, are good instances of how 
this may have been. Standon Hall (evidently the present house, is 
placed on the old site) is some distance from the church, but we have 
mention of chaplains. 
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the wheels, and found, often a most costly purchase, the mill 
stones.*' All this is a true -picture, as may be found further on, 
on turning over the pages of the Court Bolls of Standon. 
Before, however, entering directly on that subject, some of 
the readers of this book may like to know how the parish of 
Standon lies. Eccleshall, with its large parish, surrounds 
Standon on the south, the town itself being distant more than 
four miles. Standon has never been part of Eccleshall. 
The stream of the Meece or Sow bounds and divides Standon 
from Cotes (Eccleshall) on the east. On the north-east 
and north of Standon lies the parish of Swynnerton and 
Chapel Chorlton, which former parish is divided from Standon 
by the Meece, and the latter by a brook that runs down from 
Maer. 

The parish of Maer lies at the west of Standon. And 
again on the south a brook, which runs by Shortwood, 
Standon, and Walford, divides Standon from ChatcuU (Eccles- 
hall). Apart from Standon, with Chatcull, Broughton, and 
Bromley between, lies The Budge or Budge, adjoining Ashley. 
Tl^s evidently had been brought or given into the lord of the 
manour*s possession from the Norman times or earlier, and 
held from that time as a part of the parish of Standon and 
the manour. 

The old Park of Swynnerton, the wooded hills of Maer are 
pretty features in the view from Standon ; but Standon, not 
having the same elevation as Swynnerton, cannot command 
such extensive views. Still, Stafford Castle can be seen from 
Walford, Bowers, and Standon ; and also from parts of the 
manour, the Chace of Cannock and the Shropshire Hills are 
seen. 

A manour constituted like Standon, with Court Bolls, 
gathers from them a considerable light for the more obscure 
times of history and parochial life. Two courts were held by 
the lord of the manour — the court leet and the com*t baron. 
The court leet was granted to the lord of the manour by the 
king ; but not eveiy lord of a manour had the power of a 
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court leet. We find that a court leet was granted to Robert 
de Standon, the crusader, for he claimed such in 24th year of 
King Edward I., a.d. 1276. 

Judge Blackstone, in his *' Commentaries on the Laws 
of England," gives us this description of the Court: — 
** Court leet or view of frank pledge, which is a court of 
record held once in the year, and not oftener, within a 
particular hundred, lordship, or manor before the steward 
of the leet, being the king's court granted by charter to the 
lords of those hundreds or manors. Its original intent was 
to view the frank-pledges, that is the freemen within the 
liberty. Besides this, the preservation of the peace and the 
chastisement of divers minute offences against the public 
good are the objects both of the court leet and the sherifiTs 
toum. It was anciently the custom also to summon all the 
king's subjects, as they respectively grew to years of discre- 
tion and to strength, to come to the court leet, and there 
take the oath of allegiance to the king. The other general 
business of the leet and tourn was to present by jury all 
crimes whatsoever that happened within their jurisdiction." 
All this business at last developed into the quarter sessions. 

The court baron, on the other hand, had to deal with civil 
matters. And in the present day in some manours a court 
baron is still held. I take from Judge Blackstone's *' Com- 
mentaries on English Laws " a definition of the court baron : 
"The residue of the manor being uncultivated was termed the 
lord's waste, and served for public roads and for common of 
pasture to the lord and his tenants. Manors were formerly 
called baronies, as they still are lordships ; and each lord or 
baron was empowered to hold a domestic court, called the 
court baron, for redressing misdemesnors and nuisances within 
the manor, and for settling disputes of property among the 
tenants. This court is an inseparable ingredient to every 
manor ; and if the.number of suitors should so fail as not to 
leave sufficient to make a jury or homage, that is two tenants 
at the least, the manor itself is lost." 
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In the 18th year of Edward I., a.d. 1290, an Act was 
passed that no fresh mfinours should be created, so that all 
manorial rights exist only as prior to that date. This Act 
was introduced to prevent a multiplication of manours. The 
rights of the Standon Manour, then, are necessarily ancient. 
And the court rolls and court barons in the following pages 
throw a vivid light on the different periods which have passed 
over the manour and parish of Standon. 

Court Baron, held 12 King Edward III., a.d. 1338-1339. 

This court baron was held in the time of Vivian' 
(probably the third lord of that name) of Standon, but as the 
accounts of the courts baron from this date to the last held — 
for Mr, J. Stevenson® by Mr. W. Keen, a.d. 1773 — are not 
complete, we must trust to the names of the patrons of the 
living, also the Chetwynd MSS., as a means of filling in the 
probable names of the lords of the manour of Standon, 
though in some cases the names are given in the rolls. 
However, we now arrive at other names in connection with 
the manour. These court rolls, as ancient deeds, are 
beautifully written, in the early part in Latin and with 
abbreviations. When in English they are very quaint. The 
Latin deeds have been translated, and with great care, for 
my uncle, the late Mr. W. Salt, evidently for the purpose of 
being made known. It is, therefore, with no small satisfac- 
tion I put them in print : — 

Court of Staundon, holden on Wednesday next after the 
Feast of St. Augustine, in the 12 year of the reign of King 
Edward the Third from the Conquest. 

7 In the deed, mentioned iu the 3rd chapter, in which Yivianos 
Dominus Staundon appears, one of the witnesses was Nicholas 
Swynnerton, rector of Mucklestone, who was dead a.d. 1350. This 
gives a pretty clear estimate of the period of Vivian's life. The name 
of Vivian appears also on the Court Boll, though not in it. 

8 From John Stevenson are descended my cousin, Mr. T. Salt, M.P. 
(the present lord of Standon manour), and myself. (E.S.) 
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William de Boures, chaplain, did fealty, and he has a day 
to acknowledge his service, and he gives the lord one ox and 
one horse (fealty). 

Thomas de Hatton did fealty, and he acknowledges to 
hold one messuage and the moiety of one virgate of land by 
knight*s service, and he gives to the lord 12d. (fealty). 

John de Brikhul did fealty, and he acknowledges to hold 
one messuage and one virgate of land, and he will render 
yearly 7s. 2d., and suit of court, and he will be the fourth to 
find, at his own cost, one horse, iron shod in front, at 
Oswaldestre (Oswestry in Salop), to carry the lord's shield 
(on this shield probably would be the arms mentioned in the 
8rd chapter as belonging to Vivian on his seal), and he gives 
to the lord 40d., one moiety at the Feast of St. John and the 
other moiety at the Feast of St. Michael. 

Bobert de Chattculne (Chatkiln) did fealty, and he 
acknowledges to hold one plot of meadow for the term of his 
life, and he will render yearly 18d. at the Feast of St. 
Michael, and another moiety at the Feast of St. Michael, 
and he gives to the lord 12d. at the Feast of St. John (fealty). 

Boger de Cavereswelle (Caverswall) did fealty, and he 
acknowledges to hold two parts of the part of Levedale" 
by the service of two parts of one knight's fee, and suit of 
court every three weeks, and he has to do homage. 

Dionisia de OflFyley took from the lord one messuage and 
the moiety of one virgate of land (except four acres and a half 
of land) for the term of 20 years ; and she gives to the lord 
15s., viz., 10s. at the Feast of St. John the Baptist, and 5s. 
at the Feast of St. Peter ad Yincula (in chains), and suit of 
court and a heriot and 4s. yearly (fealty). 

Distraint : Still as at first they present that they distrain 
John de Chetwynd for his service, John de la Pole, James de 
Audeley, and the Lady of Bugge (Budge). 



We must remember tliat Levedale is mentioned as possessed by 
Brien in Domesday account. - 
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Amercement Id. (That is, lie is in misericordia for that 
sum) see Chapt. III. John de Bromleye, of Mees (Meese), 
is attached (that is, has a writ served on him) for two colts in 
the lord's meadow. 

Pledge, Boger Aleyn. Bobert Sweckyns for one colt in 
the same. 

Ditto Amerce. 2d. Adam the Miller is attached for one 
swine in the enclosure. 

Amercement Id. Hugh de Coten is attached for one colt 
in the meadow. Pledge, Henry the Smith (Lat., Faber). 

Ditto Amer. 2d. Avice de la Lowe is attached for the 
swine in the meadow. 

Ditto Amer. Adam de Boures is attached for four oxen 
in the enclosure. 

4s. The inquest say that William de Boures, chaplain 
(this may mean merely the name given, which would be 
Capellanus; or else William was chaplain to the lord — 
[William de Boures, however, is not rector of Staundon. — 
E.S.] ), and Adam de Boures took from the lord one messuage 
and two nooks of land (small angles in a field), in- Boures, for 
a term of years: and they say that the said messuage is 
deteriorated 8s. to the damage of the lord : and the dilapi- 
dations of the said Adam exceed those of the said William 
by 4d. 

They say also that the vill of Boures has destroyed the 
hedges of Bousiche : and that the vill of Standon has likewise 
destroyed the hedges at the head of Bousiche 

Taxors Bobert Jerveys. Henry le Mareschal. Total 
8s. 3d. Geoflfrey de Weston took of the lord three acres of 
open land in Boures, which Adam, son of Bobert the Beve, 
held at the will of the Lord : and he is to render yearly 2d., 
at the Feasts of St. Michael and the Annunciation of the 
Virgin Mary. 

Memorandum. — That Henry le Mareschal undertook to 
make the ironwork of one plough belonging to the lord, and 
of his own ixon and at his own furnace, and the fastenings of 
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the same plough, for two heifers, in front and behind, for 
4s. 4d., from the Feast of the Ascension to the same feast for 
one entire year : and he may take it from his ingress. 

Herbage, — Stephen de Eugge took from the lord a certain 
plot of pasture, which is called Lynacre, and he will render 
for the same 16s. at the Feasts of St. John and St. Michael. 

Thomas de Dutton took the herbage of the Schertewode 
(no doubt Shortwood, but I think Scherte from the Dutch, 
Skoerte : Skirtwood ; Shortwood being at the extreme west 
of Standon manour and parish) for 18s. 4d. at the same 
feasts. 

Henry le Mareschal gives for the herbage of Wyvenhull 
12d. at the Feast of St. John. 

Bichard, son of Eobert the Beve, and Andrew his brother, 
William the chaplain, 12d. Adam the Miller, 8d. Adam 
Berc, 12d. : (see Chap. III.). Nicholas de Boures, lOd. John 
Faunchetre, 8d. Margery Cut, 6d. Boger Aleyn, 16d. John 
Overeye, 7d. Adam le Hayward, 12d. John Bockard, 8s. 
Bichard le Beccherg, Thomas Cut, 5s. Bichard de Swyn- 
nerton, 18s.

Many of the names of these fields are sufficiently clear by 
their own meaning, others are obscure, but one name — the 
Leasow— deserves some attention. Leasow is a Saxon word, 
meaning pasture, and is a very old word in our language.*^

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The same word is found in the Norman-French Leswes (a 
pasture ground). 

But as the name Leasow appears in different parts of 
Standon, where also a habitation or cultivation from the 
Norman Conquest existed, we trace, no doubt, the Leasow, 
meadow or field, to the earliest times when Standon land 
received its first cultivation. 

Much of tlie information given in this chapter may seem 
disconnected through a consecutive list of Court Bolls not 
being foi*thcoming, but what is given gives an insight into 
a period stretching from a.d. 1888 down to our more modem 
times. 



CHAPTER V. 




The Chuboh of Standon. 

N account of the antiquity of Standon as a parish, 
we are enabled to trace some way back the 
^ existence of a Church, and also a succession of 
rectors who have served in different ages as ministers in that 
church. 

The legend common in many villages exists here, that 
angels from a hill above in a night brought down the stones, 
with which in an ancient time the church was built. The 
approximate date, however, which we can arrive at of the 
existence of a church is in the Domesday Book, in the 
words, ** In Stantone ibi pbr, &c.," (p. 19), "there is a priest ;" 
or, more significantly taken, it means in Standon there was a 
church at the time of the Norman Conquest. This church 
would have been of stone, not wood, as in that latter 
case it would hardly have been included in the Survey 
(Domesday). 

But it being evident that a church at Standon existed in 
the Norman Conquest age, or rather the Domesday age, 
A.D. 1086, then there is the greater likelihood the church 

K 
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was not only Norman but Saxon ; and that the early 
Christian worship had been conducted and carried on in 
Standon some generations before the Norman time. 

We can date, then, the existence of a church by 
document from a.d. 1086 ; may we not trace back to an 
earlier date than that for the foundation of our Standon 
Church ? . To do so we cannot fall back upon any formal 
deed ; we have none existing before a.d. 1086. But we have 
the very stones, the forms in engraving, which seem to carry 
us to earlier times than the Conquest. As an authority for 
this I quote from a writer of much authority. He says : — 
^**0n that part of our architectural history which follows 
the departure of the Bomans from Britain, and which precedes 
the Norman Conquest, there is of course obscurity ; but 
while in the days of Horace Walpole, &c., there appears to 
have been much too easy an admission of Saxon dates on 
mere appearance of the semi-circular arch, 1 think there has 
been of late perhaps too great a leaning the other way. 
And because we cannot directly prove that certain edifices 
are Saxon by documentary evidence, we have been induced, 
too easily perhaps, to consider that no Saxon buildings did 
exist, and have not given ourselves the trouble sufficiently to 
examine our earlier Norman works to see if there were not 
some of them entitled, to be considered as erected before the 
Conquest. 

** I confess I have myself been heretofore of this class of 
doubters as to Slaxon dates, but having in various parts found 
buildings which are not Norman and which, from their 
peculiar construction, cannot well be considered either as 
modem, or as of any intermediate style, I think they must be 
anterior and, therefore, entitled to be called Saxon. 

*' I was much impressed by a conversation I had, before 
a visit to France, with an aged and worthy dean, who was

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speaking on the subject of Saxon edifices with a full belief 
that they were numerous. He asked me if I had investigated 
those churches which existed in places where Domesday 
Book states that a church existed in King Edward's days 
(i.^., King Edward the Confessor), and I was obliged to confess 
I had not paid the systematic attention to this point I ought 
to have done.'' 

We are thus thrown on architectural work to bring out 
the probability of our Standon Church being Saxon. Near 
Standon stood the ancient monastery of Stone, that is to say 
about six miles off. Eccleshall, which by name points to an 
early church (I take that derivation rather than that of 
Eagleshall), at a distance of but four miles, gives evidence to 
Christian teaching of an ancient date ; and though Standon 
seems never to have come in any way parochially under these 
two extensive church districts, yet, having inhabitants before 
the Norman Conquest — ^namely, Godwin and Siward — we 
look to the most ancient part of Standon Church to tell us 
something. 

Outside, on the west side of the square tower, we find the 
most ancient stone work, work evidently of a date cotemporary 
with early Norman work, most likely Saxon. The stones, 
with a wide breadth of mortar, are of such a size as to be 
taken up, with some lifting, not more than one stone being 
able to be lifted at a time on account of its size. Again, the 
same kind of work is seen outside in the wall that divides 
the body of the church from the chancel, but very little of 
this work at that eastern point of the church has been 
preserved. 

The change from this deep setting to the finer lining did 
not come till later. **Malmesbury"* says, speaking of Eoger 
of Salisbury, Bishop: — **He was a prelate of great mind, and 
spared no expense towards completing his designs, especially

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in buildings which may be seen in other places, but more 
particularly at Salisbury and at Malmesbury. For there he 
erected extensive edifices at vast cost and with surpassing 
beauty, the course of stone being so correctly laid that the 
joint deceives the eye, and leads it to imagine that the whole 
wall is composed of a single block. — a.d. 1119, Henry 
the 1st.'* We see here the vast difference between the early 
Norman work and the later style. Outside in the churchyard 
the base of a cross, without its shaft, in the simplest work, 
rough and with no defined chiselling, standing on a mound, 
seems to recall the primitive Christian worship in Saxon days. 
This base of a cross may be of a later date than I suppose, 
but, if later or earher, it recalls the custom mentioned by Dr. 
Stubbs, the Bishop of Chester, &c., &c., who says: — ** There 
were as yet very few churches ; crosses were set up in villages 
and on the estates of Christian nobles, at the foot of which the 
missionaries preached, said mass, and baptised."^ This 
reference here relates to the eighth century. 

A cross, or the remains of a cross, are found in many 
churchyards in Staffordshire. In Eccleshall, Blithfield, 
Ellenhall (which has lately been beautifully restored) Church- 
yards ; also a cross is mentioned in certain deeds as existing 
at Maer. 

The base of the cross in Standon Churchyard may have 
been once used for either a wood or stone shaft, having a deep 
square for the setting. The trees in a place or its sur- 
rounding point to antiquity. In the churchyard at Standon 
there are some full-butted yews, and near the fish-pond, 
opposite the church, there is one of a large butt. King 
Edward the 1st* caused yews to be planted in churchyards, 
A.D. 1272 to 1307. Within the church the chief features that 
point to antiquity are an old arch and a stone (child's) coffin,

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and some stone work broken in the fonn and shape of the 
shaft of a cross, the stone work of this latter being very 
curiously tooled. Conjecture, or the skill of an antiquarian 
might point to the exact date.*^ The stone coffin, although 
not marking an age, brings us to various periods. The stone 
coffin has been found in Eoman burial places in England. 

In the account given in ** ArchsBologia^'® a stone coffin 
was found in the parish of St. Michael, adjoining St. Alban's. 
This coffin was lying at a considerable depth, and was in the 
form of a great oblong trough, perfectly plain and unoma- 
mented, without any circular enclosure for the head, which 
seems, when so made, to give a later date to stone coffins. 
It was supposed that this place was a burial ground of 
the Romans. Within this year^ a stone coffin has been 
found with the remains, it is thought, of Thomas k Becket, 
at Canterbury. The stone coffin found here at Standon has 
a clearly defined line for the body and head. It was built 
into the wall of the church and found at the time of the 
restoration of the church in a.d. 1846. This coffin may, 
however, be of an earlier date than the Noiman time. 

The most important feature in the church is the Saxon 
arch (I say Saxon advisedly, rather than Norman). 

It stands in the north-west portion of the church, and is 
a very fine piece of work, with no ornamentation. It has 
what may be termed a cushion capital, and may be 
** Romanesque '* in its piers. The transome, in stone, how- 
ever, looks as if made more to support the arch than to be of 
use for the door. I conjecture that this arch is of earlier 
work or earlier date than the Norman conquest. In the 

B Camden, Vol. II., 829, 830, mentions a pillar or carved monument 
on Mostyn Mountain ; and Dr. Plot, in his History of Staffordshire, 
gives one or two such monuments, and considers them to be erected 
by the Danes. A small portion of the work at Standon is not 
nnsimilar to the engraving in 6amden.

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description of Conisborough Castle, by Edward King,® &c., 
&c., he says, speaking of the grand entrance, '' At the top of 
this ascent is a great doorway, very low, however, in 
comparison of those of Norman towers, and of singular 
constraction, for although there is a stone arch turned over 
it, in imitation probably of those which had been seen in 
Roman buildings, and yet this arch does not seem to be 
understood, for underneath is a beam (transome) as if to 
support the arch. This arch gives us, however, a date, as it 
is in all probability a copy of Roman architecture, but when 
enough knowledge had not been sufficiently used to entirely 
comprehend them." 

This bears very closely on the arch in Standon Church 
by its form of architecture. I reckon its date some consider- 
able time before the Norman Conquest. Architecturally 
speaking, then, I think there is a proof of the existence of a 
church before the Conquest, which is in accordance with what 
has been said that a church being mentioned in Doomsday, 
it is even yet of an earlier date than that time. 

The earliest monument we have in the church is a small 
stone in the floor in the body of the church, just before the 
chancel gates, which has a brass cross, very did, and is 
shaped, as a herald would say, like a* cross fleury, ** fleur de 
lis," or ** cross patonce." At the bottom, in old abbreviated 
letters, is "Radulphus." This brass may have been on some 
former monument or coffin, and thus placed on stone. This 
brass is alluded to in the cover of the parish register book, 
dating from 1558 a.d. I believe this brass is in memory of 
either Badulphus de Staundon, living, as mentioned, a.d. 
1100 to 1185, or else Radulphus or Robertus de Staundon, 
grandson of Brien de Staundon, who is dead, before a.d. 1181, 
or else Ralph-Harewell, Rector of Standon, in a.d. 1407 ; but 
of these three I think it is the first Radulphus de Staundon. 



s ** Archseologia," Vol. YI. This article is quoted by Hallam in 
his"Middle Ages," Vol. III.: Architecture. 
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The font in the church is old, and of Norman work. 
There is the remains of an old door, evidently leading to the 
rood loft, of which there is nothing left ; hat the door is 
placed on the south side hy the entrance to the chancel, some 
height from the ground. All these structural records point 
to the days which many of us would like to see, if only hut 
for one short glimpse. 

The church tower is of Norman structure, but has been 
altered in later times, and thus shows out distinctly the early 
work at its base. The towers of churches evidently were the 
most fortified places in the parishes of old, and were often in 
the time of civil war and marauding parties the resort of 
those who were in danger of being attacked ; and no doubt 
the well-built walls were used as a means of defence as well 
as a shelter. Standon Church, with its substantial stone 
work, would be no exception to this rule. But the Church 
of Standon would be a place of safety in another sense. It 
is numbered amongst those many religious buildings, whether 
churches or abbeys, which had within their walls sanctuaries. 
A work on sanctuaries has just been published.^ It is 
necessary to explain shortly the meaning of sanctuary. The 
sanctuary was the place of safety, like of old the cities 
of refuge in IsraeHtish history. If anyone, for an offence, 
fled to the sanctuary of abbey, or church, or sacred 
place, he might either give himself up, or else leave the 
kingdom, a certain time being allowed him to reach the 
frontier. He was not allowed to stay more than one night in 
any place, and so quickly pass. He gave up his chattels^ 
and lands ; often they were thus a benefit to the religious 
house or church. In Mr. Mazzinghi's interesting book, lately 
published, we have mention of Standon church being used as 
a sanctuary. In Assize Eoll, 56 Henry III., a.d. 1272,

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** Bicbard, the miller, put himself in the church of Staundon, 
and confessed himself a robber, and abjured the reahn before 
the coroner. He had no chattels. The village of Staundon 
did not arrest him, and is therefore in mercy.'* 

In Sir W. Scott's novel, ** Fair Maid of Perth," there is 
the following account of sanctuaries: *' Nay, they were not 
satisfied when our porter and watch told them that those 
they pursued had taken refuge in the Galilee of the church." 
The note says : '* The Galilee of a Catholic Cathedral is a 
small side chapel, to which excommunicated persons have 
access, though they must not enter the body of the church." 

Mr. Surtees suggests that the name of the place thus 
appropriated to the consolation of miserable penitents, was 
derived from the text, ** Ite nunciate fratribus meis ut eant 
in Galileam : ibi me videbunt.'* — Matt, xxviii. *• History of 
Durham," Vol. I., p. 66. 

Leaving the other important monuments in our church 
for further mention in this chapter, I now proceed to give 
what is known in early deed and record of Standon church. 
According to ancient deeds, the first mention of a parson at 
Staundon is at the end of King Henry lll.*s reign (although 
the existence of a church is known before), in a.d. 1272, 
when Parson Thomas, of the Church of Staundon, is 
mentioned in connection with some land in Mere, and also 
one fourth of the advowson of the Church of Mere. This 
Thomas, parson of Staundon, seems to be Thomas de Mere. 

A deed exists, without date, but which I think belongs to 
the time of Edward I., a.d. 1272, &c., &c., in which it is 
stated, " That Eobert de Estaundon (Standon) grants and 
confirms to God and the Church of St. Mary," Estaundon 
(Standon), four shillings worth of annual rent issuing out 
of one messuage, one curtilage (garden), and one croft in 
Standon, which he purchased of Thomas de la Fountayne, and 



^ The change of a name of a church is not nnnsual at this time : 
any desecration would cause reconsecration and rededication 
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burthened with finding wax lights to burn before the altar 
of the said church. Witnessed by Vivien, son of Gerveyse ;

Bobert de la Lowe, and others." I fix this deed by the 
names of Bobert de Staundon and Bobert de la Lowe. 

Another deed exists, without date, which I put down to 
the end of King Henry III.'s reign, probably a.d. 1269, and 
from that date into King Edward I.'s reign, a.d. 1272, &c., 
&c., by which charter, Bobert, son of Bobert de Sweneshesd 
(Swineshead), grants and confirms to the lord, Bobert de 
Staundon, seven acres of land, with appurtenances, in Bures 
(Bowers), which Adam, brother of the said Bobert de 
Sweneshesd, holds of him, rendering annually therefore 
three half pence for all services and secular demands. Wit- 
nessed by the Lord Bobert de Bromley ; Master Thomas, 
Bector of the Church of Standon ; Beginald de Charnes, 
Thomas de Witindon, Adam de Boures, Warine de Bossale, 
and others. 

In 18th year of Edward II., a.p. 1825, a charter exists, 
by which William de Weston, chaplain ,^^ confirms and grants 
to Adam, son of Thomas, the Shepherd of Chelton (I think 
this is Cherleton, Chorlton), &c., &c. 

In 14th year of Edward II., a.d. 1821, John de BrikehuU, 
rector, a deed exists by which Boger, son and heir of Nicholas 
Boures, releases and quits claim, &c., to land in Bowers, two 
acres and two selions," &c., &c. The deed goes on to say : 
**One selion lies between the land of the lord of Standon and 
the land of the Bector of the Church of Standon." 

The following is a list of the Bectors of Standon, com- 
mencing from the early date of a.d. 1801 : —

consequence. In the former chapter on the Court Bolls the mention 
of chaplain occurs. 

^' Selion : French word, meaning a furrow — that is, as far as the 
plough would go without turning. 
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In one of the former deeds we have mention, in connection 
with Standon, of Master (Magister) Thomas, Eector of 
Standon. (I place the deed at the end of Henry III.'s reign.) 
The term Magister here may have some significance, and 
gives, no doubt, distinction. For an explanation of this, I 
allude to a note on " Dominus, Sir, and Magister" (Master), 
by G. Moberley, M.A., &c., &c., in his life of William of 
Wykeham. He says, speaking of William of Wykeham: — 
** That the addition of Dominus, or Sir, was not nearly so 
honourable as that of Magister, or Master." Also he (Mr. 
Moberley) quotes from Fuller's *' Church History," — ** Such 
priests as have the addition of Sir before their Christian names 
were men not graduated in the University, being in orders, 
but not in degrees, whilst others entitled masters had 
commenced in the arts." 

John de Brickhull, or BrikehuU, is mentioned in the 
register of Eoger de Norbury, Bishop of Lichfield, from 
A.D. 1322 to 1858. The next rector of Standon who commands 
our attention is Nicholaus Hyde. He is mentioned as being 
rector at Standon in the list mentioned above ; and has a 
monument erected to his memory, in alabaster, in the chancel, 
on the north side. The monument is arched over, and the 
eflSgy cut into by the stone work that divides the two recesses. 
This might have been, at first sight, only a skilful way of 
hiding the broken effigy; but as the label, with date, &c., runs 
at right angles with the other portion of the label, it is 
evidently a faithful representation, on Sir G. Scott's part, of 
what previously existed. The effigy is of a priest in his robes, 
and marked with the tonsure. The label at the bottom of the 
monument is as follows: — "Hie jacet : Nicholaus Hyde, 
quondam Eector hujus ecclsB, qui quide obiit die Aprilis, 
Anno d^ cujus ansB (animsB) propitiet Deus. Amen." Which 
may be shortly translated: — **Here lies Nicholaus Hyde, 
formerly Eector of this Church, who indeed died in April, in 

the year of our Lord (obliterated 1526). On whose soul 

may God show favour. Amen." 
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I am indebted to the late Mrs. Hei^ley Jervis for some 
account of Nicholaus Hyde. She says, ** I found the will of 
Sir John Hyde, vicar of Sonning, then a peculiar of the Dean 
of Salisbury, a.d. 1501. He must have been a man of dis- 
tinction and substance, bequeathing about £276 worth of 
vestments alone to Sonnynge, &c., &c. To his cousin Nicolas 
Hyde, 5s. and the residuary legateeship. There is a family 
of Hyde, of South Denchworth, co. Berks, but I find no 
Nicolases, whereas Hyde of Norbury, in Cheshire, has that 
name in several generations. The famous Lord Clarendon 
was of the Norbury family." 

William Bacon for a time held the living of Standon as 
patron, having purchased the advowson, for a deed exists at 
W. Salt Library in which, in a.d. 1564, an indenture is made 
between Thos. Essex, of Chilrey, in co. of Berks, lord of the 
manor of Standon, and Wm. Bacon (clerk), of Standon, for 
the sale to W. Bacon, for a valuable consideration, the 
advowson of the rectory of Standon. In a.d. 1565, however, 
the same W. Bacon sells the advowson and patronage to 
Simon Harecourt (Harcourt), of Banton, and he appears as 
patron on list mentioned above. 

On the north side of the chancel, in alabaster and marble, 
there is a mural monument to the Eev. S. Alsager, rector, with 
these words, '* Hie situs est Samuel Alsager, hujus ecclesiaa 
rector, filiu's natu secundus Badulphi Alsager (gen.), de 
Alsager, in Agro Cestriensi, qui in hac ecclesia prsBdicavit 
xxxvi annos. Et cursum absolvit Decembris xv., a.d. mdccvii. 
iEtat suaB Ixii." He was son of Balph Alsager, of Alsager, 
in the county of Chester, and rector for 86 years. He died, 
aged 62, in a.d. 1707. The arms of the Alsager family are 
on the monument, *< or on a chief three lioncels (hunting) 
rampant," a gold field. 

Although not buried at Standon, but at Cheswardine, 
WilUam Jervis, rector, is mentioned (see the registers) as 
being, ** The friend of mankind, whose study was to do good 
in his lifetime, and his death lamented by most that knew 
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him.'* He died a.d. 1729, and was of the family of Jervis 
(Lord St. Vincent), owners of Chatcull, Meaford, Darlaston, 
Aston, &c., &c. 

Members of the family of Walker, reetor& of Standon, 
have a monument in the churchyard, so also the Eev. Mr. 
Lamonby, curate. In the church, within the last few years 
(1888), a stained glass window has been placed to the memory 
of the Eev. J. Salt and Rev. S. Madan, former rectors, by 
their relations, the subject being All Saints — the dedicatory 
name of the church. 

The other monuments in the church, which remain at the 
present day, I take in their order according to date, beginning 
with a monument of the Elizabethan period, which is an 
altar tomb, of alabaster, to Francis Bose, Boos, or Bos ; 
on it is this inscription, <* Here lyeth the bodyes of 
fErances Bose, esquier, lord of Laxton, in ye countie of 
Nottingham and Weston," and Elizabeth his wyffe, on 
of ye daughters of Thomas Skrimshier, Esquier, which 
Elizabeth deceased the xxviii. daye of deceber. Anno . . . 
. . . Ixi. (The date of her burial in the parish register is 
29 Dec. A.D. 1661, 8 yr Queen Elizabeth). And the sayde 

franco departed ye daye of 

Anno dni M.D on whose solles God have 

merci." 

The date for the husband's death has been left blank, and 
never filled in; however, in the parish register we have 
** 1676, flfrancis Boos, Esq., buryed ye 18th day of ffebruary." 
On the monument there is a dog at the feet of the man, and 
ten children represented. At each comer of the rim for the 
inscription is a cross pattee or formy, that is to say, a cross 
with broad ends. The coat of arms on the monument is 
obliterated, but is supposed to be 1st, Boos, the others 
obliterated. The arms of Lord de Bos, the same family, are

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a saltire and three water bougets" — taking saltire to mean 
St. Andrew cross. We find on the arms at Standon also 
there is a cross, but not of the shape of St. Andrew cross. 
Peter Eoos, of Swyneshead,^' son of Francis Boos, I presume, 
has on his coat three water bougets. This Francis Eoos had 
considerable possessions ; he has already been mentioned in 
Chap. III. (Chetwynd MSS.). I believe, through his heirs a 
good deal of landed property passed to the Broughton family, 
also a portion of Weston, in this parish. The other portion of 
Weston belonged to the Chetwynds; this may account for the 
two halls standing at Weston. The property of Weston is 
now consoHdated, and is held by F. C. Twemlow, Esq. 

It seems that the second wife of Peter Boos, son of Francis 
Boos, was brought to great poverty, as is mentioned in Chap. 
III., Peter having married first Agnes, d. of Sir J. Harvey.*' 
The marriages of F. Boos's daughters appear to have been : — 
Mary to Thos. Broughton , Ursula to Wm. de Macclesfeld de 
Meare," in Staffs. ; Anne to John Badduley, of Ellerton 
Grange, Staffs. (The other daughters married into the 
Fairfax and Stapleton families). A Thomas Boose marries 
Anne Mainwaring, of Whitmore. This monument to Francis 
Boos has evidently been coloured, the remains of red is still 
seen in the lines of letters. It seems probable that Francis 
Boos had purchased considerable property from the lands of 
Banton Abbey, near Ellenhall. (See Chap. III.). 

The next monument which is in order of date is to Boger 
Broughton and his wife Maria (Mary), and is also an altar

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tomb, tbongh not well preserved. The inscription is as 
follows: — " Hie et intra eccleia jacet Rogems Brongbton de 
Gborlton (Chapel Chorlton), gen. ; et Maria, uxor ejus . -. . 

. . . Octo Fillii et qninq gnat«e eorum. 

Tho. Sextus Mius de Bowers, gen., hoc posuit, Ano setatis 
62 Anno 1617." Briefly translated; it is:— "To Roger 
Brongbton, of Chorlton, and Mary, his wife." There seem to 
have been eight sons, and also grandchildren. Thos., the 
sixth son, placed the monument in Standon Church. 

This same Roger Brongbton was buried in Standon 
Church, the 81st of Jan., a.d. 1570, and his wife the 2nd of 
Feb., A.D. 1588. And in the year a.d. 1622, the 8th of 
November, Thomas Broughton is buried at Standon. 

I think it not at all unlikely that this Roger Broughton 
was a son of Richard Broughton, of Broughton, and 
Catharine, d. of John Aston (Armiger, county of Chester), 

and that this Roger married Mary (?), 

d. of Holcott, of Holcott, in Berks, 

and had issue beside Thomas, also Oeorge, as an entry 
(see Chapter VI.) in the Register speaks of Thomas 
Broughton, born a.d. 1579, son of George (gen.), and 
Margaret, whose descendant, George, records his pedigree 
in London, a.d. 1684. However, it is evident that Thomas 
Broughton, who marries Mary, daughter of Frances Roos, 
of Weston, Standon, &c., is the fore- 
father of the Broughtons of Broughton (see Chapter III.), 
Sir Bryan Broughton, Bart., from whence the line of 
baronets descends; also of Peter Broughton, of Lowdham, 
Nott, whence are descended the late T. Broughton, Esqre., 
of Tunstall, and J. L. Broughton, Esqre, of Almington, 
Staffs. The Broughtons had possessed Broughton and other 
lands many generations before the date of the monument in 
Standon Church. The pedigree of their family would be an 
interesting study in connection with Eccleshall and the 
adjoining parishes. 
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A considerable light is thrown on the branches of this 
family in the Standon Eegister Book, as is given in 
Chapter VI. 

The family of Vyse, as is right from their possessions and 
antiquity, also in their connection with Standon, have two 
early monuments in the Church of Standon, but not earlier 
than A.D. 1684, whereas the family of Vyses dates much 
further back.** 

The monuments in the church on the south wall consist 
of an ancient brass, framed in oak (a.d. 1847), which has 
the following inscription: ** Here lyeth the body of Andrew 
Vyse, of Standon, Esqre., who married Elizabeth Gattacre, 
of Gattacre (Salop), Esq. And had by her X. children. And 
he was buried the 14 of June, 1634." " Here lyeth the body 
of Elizabeth Vyse, wife to Humphrey Vyse of Walford, who 
left behind her 4 sonnes and 3 daughters, who deserved 
everlasting memorie, and was buried the 6 of August, 1634." 

Another monument is mentioned by Hatneld, but which 
does not still remain in the church — it was on a stone partly 
between the pew of the Vyses — and had on it this inscription, 
" Here lyeth the body of Felicia Vyse, who dyed July ye 17, 
1691." 

The Vyses became possessors of the manour house of 
Standon and other lands in the 6th year of Queen Elizabeth, 
A.D. 1564 (but it was not till the 12th year of James 1st, a.d. 
1615, that Sir W. Essex sold the manour rights*^), the first 
possessor of that name being Humphrey Vyse. In the 4th 
year of King James, a.d. 1607, Andrew Vyse was possessed of 
the advowson of Standon. The Vyses, who held freehold in 
Walford before the time that they became the lords of the 
manour, trace back in line to John Vise ; then Eoger ; William 

22 Walford Hall, where Mr. E. Swift now resides, was the ancient 
house of the Vyses. We read of the Vyses living at Walford in the 
Ghetwyud MSS. In 1790 this house at Walford was a black and 
white house, with dormer windows.

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Vise of Staune ; then William ; then another William ; then 
John, John who married Margery Broughton ; then Hum- 
phrey mentioned above. Their after pedigree in connection 
with Standon is given in full in Chapter VI. They married into 
important families. The marriages of the daughters of the 
house of Vyse give additional interest to the church registers, 
which are given further on. 

Humphrey Vise married Isabell Fitton. There is a 
splendid brass to a member of that family (Fitton) in Sonning 
Church, Oxford. (H. Vyse bought the manour house of 
Standon.) Ciceley Vyse, d. of Humphrey" and Isabell, 
marries John Jervis, a.d. 1566. This John Jervis is of the 
family of Chatcull and Meaford, and whose ancestors, in 
times back, are witnesses to many important deeds and 
charters. As Standon adjoins Chatcull, the church register 
is able to give the names of many members of that ancient 
family. 

One of the burying places of the Chetwynds, who are 
connected with Standon, seems to have been at the church of 
Ashley, in Gerard's chapel, for there is a brass on the chancel 
floor which gives the name of ** Johannis Chetwind filii 
Johannis Chetwynd de Eudge, obiit Nov., 1674." This is 
accounted for by the Endge being so near Ashley. (He, 
John, married Susanna Broughton de Whittington.) Their 
son, John Chetwynd, seems to have bought Maer from Ealph 
Macclesfield, a.d. 1698, although there is some obscurity 
about this. This John Chetwynd was father to the first 
Viscount Chetwynd (Walter of Ingestre), and grandfather to 
Henrietta, mother of the 1st Earl of Talbot, who is direct 
ancestor of the present Earl of Shrewsbury. I have in my 



^ Erdeswicke says : John Vyse bought Standon, not Humphrey 
his father.

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possession an excellent copy of the picture of this John 
Ohetwynd, kindly given me by H. Chetwynd Stapylton, 
Esqre. 

The other monuments in the church are : — One on the south 
side, to the memory of " Thomas Key, late of Weston, who 
died Sept. 8, 1784, aged 67 ; also of Mary, his wife, who died 
Feb. the 2l8t, 1807, aged 78.'* This family, which is of long 
standing at Standon, includes in its number, in a.d. 1687, 
Thomas Key, signing as churchwarden. Another, on the 
north side, to Margaret Owen, who di^d April 28, a.d. 1809, 
leaving the interest of a sum of £100 for the poor of Standon, 
which is distributed on St. Thomas's Day. 

In the churchyard, William Keen, of Stafford, gentleman, 
has an altar tomb; he died 11 May, a.d. 1789, aged 64 years. 
There are tombs to the Adderley family, and many names 
which by time are becoming indistinct will be found in the 
6th chapter. 

From the extracts from the churchwardens' accounts, 
made from a.d. 1679 to 1780, we meet with the following 
early charitable collections, which were made often for captive 
Christian prisoners, or fire, or any other causes : —

1779, Oct. 12th, Propagation of the Gospel in foreign 
parts, 8s. 6d. 
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In the year a.d. 1676, Charles II., a religious census taken 
gives in Standon 164 Conformists, 1 Papist, and 2 Non-con- 
formists.** In the year a.d. 1820 we have from William Pitt 
the following description of Standon and population: — 
'' Standon is a small parish situated about three miles S.W. of 
S winner ton and four miles north of Eccleshall, near a branch 
of the River Sow. The village of Standon is built on an 
eminence in a pleasant situation, and surrounded by fertile 
fields. Standon Church is a small structure of stone, with a 
tower containing three bells. It is dedicated to All Saints, 
and is a rectory. The Rev. Thomas Walker is the present 
incumbent. The population of Standon is 420 persons.'' In 
the seventeenth century Standon Church was restored. I 
give a copy of the agreement of the churchwardens and all 
other parishioners of Standon for the ordering of the seats 
and to whom they shall belong, made immediately after the 
enlarging the church with the new aisle.

Qrindley ; the next, 
William Harding. All ye seats in ye chancel to ye parsonage, 
only that joyning to ye desk to the younger brothers of 
Standon Hall. 

The names mentioned here point to the time I have fixed 
for the restoration, for in a.d. 1702 Thomas Broughton is 
dead, and John Iremonger appears in accordance with the 
date mentioned ; so also do Ralph Wetwood and William 
Stonylaud. 

There is a very good water-colour painting of Standon 
Church, which painting was taken before a.d. 1847, the date 
of the last restoration ; and as I can find no intimation of 
any restoration between the date which gives the different 
-seats as allotted, I think we may suppose it is a good repre- 
sentation of what existed many years back. 

The pulpit is represented in old oak, with a sounding 
board ; and at the west end there is the gallery for the choir; 
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but the churoli as it was then is still in the recollection of 
some of the inhabitants of Standon. 

In the restoration of 1847 there was discovered a life- 
sized fresco of the figure of Death, with a scythe; the 
colours soon faded. A lead copy was taken at the time. 
Also there was an old copy of ** Foxe's Martyrs " chained in 
the church. 

Some little time back I was interested in seeing in Cheddar 
Church, in Somersetshire, a man-size figure, painted typi- 
fying death, and with the writing, ** The sting of death is 
sin." Soon after this I came across a passage in Sir O. 
Trevelyan*s ** Life of Lord Macaulay," which mentions also 
a chained ** Book of Foxe's Martyrs '* i*t Cheddar. No doubt 
this coincidence would be found by no means uncommon in 
other churches ; but the description of Cheddar Church in 
'* Lord Macaulay 's Life," which I give, enhances the circum- 
stance. "^The writer says : ** Nothing caused him (Lord 
Macaulay] so much pleasure as a visit to any scene that he 
had known in earlier days .... the dining-room in 
Great George Street, in a corner of which he had written his 
articles on Lord Holland and Warren Hastings ; the church 
at Cheddar, where as a child he had sat of a Sunday after- 
noon longing to get at the great black-letter volume of the 
* Book of Martyrs,' which was chained to the neighbouring 
reading desk." 

The ** Book of Martyrs," which was chained to the pulpit 
at Standon, has this inscription : ** William Lovatt gave this 
book to the church of Standon, there to be kept for the use 
of the parishioners to read in before and after prayers on 
Sundays, holidays, and other convenient times. That they 
may see the great happiness they enjoy in having the free 
exercise of religion, and if God gives them grace to rise, it 
is to his glory they will be happy whilst thay live hear ; to all

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eternity. That bo they might do was the harty prayer of 
W. L." 

The copy is an edition of a.d. 1588. 

WiUiam Lovatt was churchwarden at Standon in a.d. 
1686. 

The Rev. W. Jorden, B.D., Rector of Standon, in the year 
A.D. 1729 to 1738, was tutor and fellow of Pembroke Coll., 
Oxford, and tutor to the great Dr. Johnson."® There is an 
amusing incident related in BoswelPs ** Life of Dr. Johnson" 
about Mr. Jorden and Dr. Johnson.*" **Mr. Jorden, fellow 
of Pembroke, was not, it seems, a man of such abilities as we 
should conceive requisite for the instructor of Samuel 
Johnson, who gave me the following account of him : * He 
was a worthy man, but a heavy man ; and I did not profit 
much by his instructions. (** Johnson," says Hawkins, 
" would oftener risk the payment of a small fine than attend 
his lectures ; nor was he studious to conceal the reason of his 
absence. Upon occasion of one such imposition, he said to 
Jorden, * Sir, you have sconced me twopence for non- 
attendance at a lecture not worth a penny.'" It has been 
thought worth while to preserve this anecdote, as an early 
specimen of the antithetical style of Johnson's conversation.) 
Indeed, I did not attend him much. The first day after I 
came to college I waited upon him, and then stayed away 
four. On the sixth Mr. Jorden asked me why I had not 
attended. I answered, I had been sHding in Christ Church 
Meadow, and this I said with as much nonchalance as I am 
now talking to you. I had no notion that I was wrong or

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irreverent to my tutor." Boswell : ** That, sii*, was great 
fortitude of mind."

There is an old oak chest, with three locks and fastenings, 
still kept in the church, which held church accounts, and is 
an evidence of the equal rights of the rector and two church- 
wardens to examine such accounts. 

The number of bells which are in the church are three, 
two of which are ancient, a fuller account of which is to 
appear in Mr. 0. H. Lynam's book on ** Bells in the Diocese 
of Lichfield." He, however, says, speaking of the earliest j 
** The bell has lettering in an unique style and as beautiful 
as any that ever adorned an ancient bell." The inscription 
is, " Sancta Maria, ora pro nobis." (Holy Mary, pray for us.) 
And this bell is evidently of the MedisBval time. The next in 
age has the date on it of a.d. 1674, and has the inscription 
on it, ** God save His Church." The third bell is modern, 
and is cast by Taylor, of Loughborough. Date a.d. 1876. 

The bell of a.d. 1674 brings us near or actually at the 
restoration of the church mentioned in a previous page. 

In addition to those bells, there is a priest's bell at the 
rectory (which should be restored to the church), having on 
it a label difficult to decipher. It may be MedisBval, or else 
later than the Elizabethan age. The name William de 
Edgmond, Warwickshire, seems on it. 

Mr. Lynam is trying, at the present time, to have it 
deciphered, and I trust it will appear in his book, but already 
two rubbings, taken at different times, have not as yet made 
clear the exact letters. 

In A.D. 1847, Standon Church was completely restored, 
under the skilful directions of Mr. Gilbert Scott, &c., after- 
wards Sir Gilbert Scott, Kt. 

The work was commenced and promoted in the lifetime of 
Mr. J. Stevenson Salt, but he did not see it finished. 
However, on his death, the work was completed by his widow, 
Mrs. Stevenson Salt, and her five sons and four daughters ; 
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the church being opened August 1st, 1847,*^ the Bishop 
of Lichfield (J. Lonsdale) officiating. 

The work, under such a skilful architect as Sir G. Scott, 
would be, no one could doubt, a true restoration, but it is 
more especially interesting as it has kept distinct mementoes 
of each period from the Saxon or Norman age, down to a 
more modern date. 

One of the principal features in this restoration is the 
oak wood- work, the roof in the body of the church being 
extremely fine ; but when it is said that Mr. Evans, of 
Ellastone, Derbyshire, undertook all the wood- work and the 
carving on the screens and seats, under Mr. G. Scott's 
directions, we may be sure that his talent would not be 
thrown away. 

The monks' stalls in the chancel, with different devices, 
are, I believe, copied from old work at Nantwich Church, 
Cheshire. 

The Church of Standon and its pretty churchyard are 
mentioned in ** Eeminiscences of Lord E. Gower,"*^ the 
quiet beauty of such a resting-place as Standon churchyard, 
full of trees, having struck him, surrounded as it is by stone 
walls, and away from the stir and sound of the busy crowd. 

The sixth chapter of this book is devoted to the registers of 
the parish. In the present day, when so many distant lands 
are under the government of England, to which lands her 
sons and daughters have gone out either to conquer or live in, 
it is not surprising to have repeated applications as to dates 
of births, deaths, and marriages in families who once resided 
in our own land, but now have left little but their names 
behind.

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Some time back some scheme was suggested for obtaining 
copies of our church registers. If the ancient copy was kept 
in the parish, a printed form might be kept at Somerset 
House, which would aid some to find out the names and 
abodes of their ancestors, if not to help them to gain 
possessions which, but for a register, they fail to obtain. 

This letter, to the writer of this book, characteristic of its 
kind, speaks for itself: — "Dear Sir, — Will you kindly look 

if you are in possession of the mai-riage of 

from 1744. Will you kindly let me know if you have seen 
any names of ... . Could you get me that baptism of 

born in 1773. I am told that the original 

registers (were) sent to somewhere in London. We thought 
he was at the Parish Church of .... I have applied 
to the rector, but cannot get no answer. Would you oblige 
me with writing to him, but you might get an answer where I 
can't. If I succeed in getting the money, I shall make you a 
handsome present. — I am, yours truly, &c., &c., &c. (This 
was from one of the largest towns in this county). 

It is with reluctance I close these pages, and end the 
account of Standon. I am fully aware of the defects of this 
work, and know that in all probability others will some day 
write a further history of Standon, more perfect in its des- 
criptions and more engrossing to readers. This may be 
sooner or later ; it may be when the great fields of commerce 
and mining of North and South Staffordshire have met in this 
now quiet country side. Whether this may be so or not, no 
one can undertake doing so with a greater love for Standon 
or a greater respect for the inhabitants than I myself, the 
present writer.
